neſſe and follie;as thei them ſelues cdfefſed, When thei daie 
appeared and made theim iudges of their owne ouerſight 
1 Jnthe necke of this; but thꝛee nightes after thei came in 
deede; with their whole gartiſons vppon the F rontire, ans 
byot for to ſkale the waules,and apꝛocher nere 
the toune foz that purpoſe in a verie darcke night, and in pal. 
ſpng good oꝛder. but the Ladders beyng ſet to the walles, as 
ſecretiꝝ as might bee deuiſed, thei were faine to withvzawe 
them accaine;becaule thei were to ſhoꝛte, aud the noyes that 
the Ladders mare awakenev the watche, and thereon a ter⸗ 
rible larum began inthe toune whiche had been taken, if the 
Landers had been long enough.

gaue hym bothe a reward, and thankes faz his labour. 

But after this toune was helde ſo ſhoꝛte, that the ſoldi⸗ 
ours could iſſue nomote , fo2 a generall aſſaulte was daiely 
looked foz, and the bꝛeache beyng aſſaultable, the Burgoni⸗ 
ons attempted the aſfaulte , Capitaine Gonnie haupng the 
leadyng thereof(with whom J was in wages) but capitain 
Gower bande and all the reſte were repulſed, to their greate 
rebuke and loſſe, notwithſtandyng an other aſſaulte was a 
pꝛeparyng foꝛ, and the greate ſhotte went of ſo faſt, chat thei 
within the toune were faine to holde in their heddes, a great 
tyme, But Mounhre Deſſie aduaunſyng hym ſelt᷑ a little to 
hye, (foꝛ to diſcauer the meanyng ol his enemies) was ftri- 
ken in the hedde with a little ſhotte, and peeldyng vp the 
ghott, ſpake certaine manly woꝛdes, and ſo fell doune dedde. 

Then the toune was ſome uhat diſtouraged, and came to 
acompolition, howbeit a midde the Parley, the Spaniardes 
Hake into the toune, and did muche miſcheet, vet the compo⸗ 
ſition was, that all of the Toune, ol what degree ſo euer thei 
were ſhould become puſoners,becaule thei above the aſſault 
and ſtoode ſo long in their defence, againſt a mightie power 
and ſhotte ofthe Cannon. Maiſter Nicholas CHalbie was 
pꝛiſoner to a Spaniard,foz whole raunſome capitain Mat- 
ſon(ahoneft Engliſhe gentleman) was aunlwerable, and ſa 
maiſter Malbic retourned to Muttrell, where the Duke of 
Dandome embtaſed hym, and tooke hym to the Frenche 
Courte, who beeyng there pꝛeſented to the Frenche Kyng, 
was muche made ol by the Dukes meanes, and bountifully 
rewarded without ſityng fo2 thelame(as good ſolviours bee 
in many places, ) and ſo he was ſente to Braye againe to lye 
in Garriſon there, till thei were remoued to eAwwiance, And 
when the whole bande was come thether, the Countrey fur⸗ 
niſhed maiſter Malbies ſoldiours with all kinde of victuall, 
bythe kynges commaundement. | 


The Spꝛyng commpng on, all the F 2 Garriſons, 
| . J. aud 
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and Engliſhe Soldiours were commannded,to make their 
repaire to ſainct Quintaines, where the Kyng aſſembled his 
power, and marched into Hen uli, where he tooke a Toune 
called Synnie, and from thence went and beſieged Marryng⸗- 
brough, averie ſtrong toune, whiche was peelded vutohym 
within fourtene daies: A garriſon ofthe Gaſcoins was lefte 
therein, and the Campe marched to a Caſtell called Dezo- 
vanter. Ju whiche Caſtell Jullaan Romero was, and had 
with hym ſiue hundꝛed Spaniardes, and as many Almains 
that valiauntly defended it, in ſo muche that there was di⸗ 
uers bandes and Capitaines, that refuſed to aſſault theſaied 
Caſtcll. The kyng hearyng thereok, called thoſe capitaines 
and bandes befoze hym: and cauſed them to be degrated, and 
committed them to the Spade and Pattocke (whiche is as 
much diſhonoꝛ as a ſoldto2 mate ſuffer)but there was great 
ſute made by the Duke of Vandowe and the nobilitie, fo; to 
re ſtoꝛe them to their honour againe,Tlhiche ſuite the Ryng 
would not heare, noꝛ giue any grace vnto. The companie de« 
grated on knees, beſought the kyng that thei might goe and 
winne their credite againe at the aſſault: The kyng hardlie 
graunted that, but ſeeyng thei ſought to ſerue, and doe their 
duetie, che kyng badde theim make newe blacke Enſignes, 
and ſaied, ſuche as could winne their old Armes by manhod, 
at their retourne from the aflaulte, thei ſhould be reſtoꝛed to 
their firſt degree ofhonour, herevpon the aſſault was gt- 
uen, and verie many ofthoſe men made there, their laſte ſer⸗ 
nice fo2 euer, but their manlineſſe and kurious appꝛoche, 
was occaſion that the Caſtell was rendered ſhoꝛtly after to 
the kyng, and ſuche as retourned from that aſſaulte , were 
muche made ok againe, and grewe in greate fauour with o⸗

Mithin thꝛee daies alter „the Caſtell was vnde rmined 
and blowen vp ; and the Campe marched from thence to 
 (ambraie,where the Emperour was with a greate Camp, 
whiche Campe laye within thꝛee leages of the Freche kyn⸗ 
ges, in a night befoze the kyng marched fo warde, ſo that 
there was Alarum giuen to the kynges Campe, and many 
iſſued out to the Ckirmiſhe , in whiche ſkirmithe albeeit it 


was hotte, maiſter Nicholas Malbie bepng vnarmed, tooke 


an armed man from his companie, and bꝛought hym pꝛila⸗ 
ner into the Frenche Campe. 
In that ſeaſon D. Wotton was Enibaſladoꝛ in France 


fo2 Queene Marie, who commannded all the Engliſhemen 


foretire home, oꝛ ſerue the Emperour: The twoo bꝛothers 
hearyng of that Pꝛoclamation, toke their leaue of Fraunce, 
and came to the Emperour, who gaue them fiftte crounes a 

peeceeuery Monethe, and ſo waited on the Emperour,to 


| raiſe the liege of Rer+ie;where the Frenche king had laine 


thee weekes befote, with fourtie thouſande menne,and had 
battered it verie ſoꝛe, and was likely to haue wonne it, hay 
not the Emperour pꝛepared to giue the Frenche kyng bat⸗ 
taile, and come thether in tyme. But the Frenche kynges | 
fourtie thouſande,might not fight with ſire ſcoꝛe thouſande, 
And yet the Frenchekyng ſhotte ofhis Batterie, in the full 
hearyng ol the Emperour, and would not withdꝛawe neuer 
a peece of his odinaunce from the bꝛeach, although the En⸗ 
perours Campe came in a merueilous bꝛauerie, and appꝛo⸗ 
ched nere vnto Renttie. 

The Batterie was ſo plied, that it went of from Sunne 
riſyng to Sunne ſette, and neuer leaſed , whiche made the 
Emperours Doldiours meruell , and therefoze the ſoner to 
ſhewe ſome noble ſeruice.

Then Martine van Rous an Almaine, ſeruyng with 
.  fifteenethouſande ſoldiours, ſaied to the Emperour, it was 
a greate ſcozne, to ſee his enemies lye ſo nere hym in quiet, 
on whiche ſpeeches ¶ Tartin van Rows was ſente, to ioyne 
with the Duke of Saueye, and many Spaniard and Italian 
bandes, and ſo to ſette vppon the Frenchemen, that laye in a 
woodde betwene Renttie andthe Emperours Campe, and 
to attende vpon thoſe companies was appoincted Count a 
Horne, with fiue hundzeth Piſtoliers Roiccars, and certain 
other bandes that ſerued as winges, to Vauromſes regimt̃t. 
So thele peopie well bent and ſette in oder, marched to- 
wardes the woodde, and the Spaniardeg on greate peril en⸗ 
tered the woodd couragiouſly, where thei founde a hotte and 
daungerous buſineſſe, and were ſharpeiy encountered, but 
thei behaued then ſelues ſo ftoutly, that with muche a dooe 
thei made the Frenehe retire to their maine battaill, and 
whole Campe, whiche was within a quarter ol mile ofthe 
woodde, The Duke of Sauoye with tertain bandes ofhozle = 
men and footemen, accompanied with ¶Nlartin van Rove, 
aud the Count de Horne, marched on the plaine vntill thet 
came tothe mooddes ende, where thei founde the kynges 
battaill readie to pꝛeſent the combate, oz giue the aſſaulte to 
the peete, that ſo long he had beſiegen. 

The Engliſhe and Scottes hozſemen that lerued the 
Frenche kyng, were in a troupe together in a valley, where 
thei pꝛouoked the ſkirmiſhe.

The Emperour liyng at Rettis fiue 02 ſixe dates ,gatt- 
ſed the bzeache tabe made vp againe,and that beyng dooen, 
he commaunded the Duke of Sauoye ( heyng his Lieutenant 
generall) to make his repajre to Heddyng with his whole 
Campe. There he made a verie ſtrong Toune, and there 
was not a noble manne in that Campe, but fo2 to giue good 
example, putte once a daie his handes tothe Bal kette and 
Spade. And euerp ſoldiour had a double paie, ſo lang as the 
| woozke was a buidyng; where there was in wages a hun⸗ 
d2eth thoulande daiely, whereof ſome were ſuffered to make

hande, and S towardes their ladgyng, where 
 theifaunda Serret arie Arras ſeruaunt, readie to pꝛeſente 
- them from kyng Phillippe, fine hundzedDukettes . Dow 
Garfias lirgers a were deliuered the kyng of their ſeruice , a 
little befoze,and ſo with the kynges fauoure, and bountiful! 
reward,thei repoled them ſelues a ſeaſon. 

And mindyng but to take their leaue , the came tothe 
f Courte againg, where che kyug gaue che im gracious ſpee- 
ches, andfiyehundzedDuckettes moge, a liberalitie meete 
foz ſuche aPzince,and a rewarde that might haue pleaſed a 
right good lubiecte , as in deede the twoo bꝛethꝛen ſtoode ſo 
well contented withall, that thei a ed all thaſe Doldi⸗ 
diours that might ſerue ſuche akyng. 

And therewithallche kpng gaue theim fiftie Duckettes 
| 2 paitveuery Ponethe, lo long as thei liſted to

In Naples, the like entercainement the Emperour his 
father had giuen them befoze,but thei ſeyng the great boun- 
tie, and P ꝛincely dealpng ofthe kyng of Spaine, (and min⸗ 
dyng to haue moꝛe experience of the woꝛlde ) thei tooke their 
leaue ot his Maieſtie, aud purpoſed to retourne towardes 
Englande. Do pallpng to Z3/boe, theifound maiſter Man, 
who was come tobe aleeger in Spain, and hauyng a barke 
to bꝛyng them into Foye, (a hauen in Coꝛnwailſ)thei taoke 
ſhippyng and in fue daies came into Englande. 
Beeyng come to the Courte of Englande, the honoura- 
ble fir Frances Knowles was to paſſe into Jrelande: then 
maiſtes Nicholas ¶Malbie made ſute to goe ouer, where he 
uiight be emploied. And his maſter the noble Erle of Mar⸗ 
wicke mefarred hym, dothe by letter and commendation ol 
his ſernice;Do artended he on lir n Knowles, till he

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cane to ſir Henrir Bioneythen Loꝛbs Deputie, who bpon 
vewe of his letters, and the regarde or his knowledge, made

Fuwillyams as Lowe Juſtice, who liyng long in Campe, 
with a number of Soldiours, foxthe retoꝛmyng ot matters 
out a frame, he wanted victualles , Do lence foz Capitaine 
Matic , and ſought his aduiſe fo; the releeuyng of the 
whale power, And maiſter CH«/bie- opinion was to pꝛeye 
vppon che enemie, and findyng thynges readie lad that pur⸗ 
pole., Prepared to ſette vppon a Kreete as thei were fee- 
dyng , the enemies had intelligence thereof, aud dzauethet 
Kine into aBawnecotherwile called a place ofdefence)Ca- 
pitaine (A albis ſeepng their crafte , ſhotte of the Harga⸗ 
bole emong the beaftes , thei that were ſohurte, ranne in a 
madneſſe emang their fello meg, and ſo dzaue out fine hun⸗ 
Neth good Rine,in the daunger ol the Soldiours, and ſo thet 
were dziven to the Campe, the hongerie people thereby 
founde ſuſtentatian. | h 
Sir Henrie Sidney came out of Englande anon after 
this, and landed at Karylęfangus, where remainyng but a 
few daies, he marched towardes the Ban, foꝛ to pariey with 
Terlo Lenno, who named hymſelf Oncall. The Deputie be⸗ 
png there made ꝛaclamation, foꝛ all ſuche as had any pled⸗ 
ges fo their behauiour, willyng them to come in accoꝛding⸗ 
ly; 02 els their pledges ſhould ſuffer fo their diſobedience, 
that lefte theim in pledge.

That beeyng dooen, 
Alacle liaſ pet ſouqht to reuenge, and came with finehuns 
dꝛeth Scottes into the Countrep, he was encountred with 
one Richard Hunt à Lieutenaunt ofhozlemen, a verie val⸗ 
liaunt ſoldiour, who vpon his ſirſt charge was ſlaine Then 
Capitaine (be#to» beyng in the feeld, marched toward the 
Scottes with a hundzeth footemen , and beeyng nere the 
Scottes, there were certame gentlemen (as it ſeemed by 
their appatell) chat attemptedthe bande offootemenne,and 
charged them, but heft on and his bande ffoode verie faſte, 
and determined to fight it out. In whiche ſtoute ſtandyng 
to their buſmeſſe, thei ſlewe on the ſirſte charge giuen vnto 
them fourtie gentlemen, whereof Mache Ilalpite was the 
befte, fozhe had the leadyng ofthe refte that tume. Uppon 
whicherepmlle che reſidue fel to flie : ſothatrhei were murs 
thered and ſlaine, like a ſoꝛte of Sherry n 

Now Bryan AMA acheſelyn ſtandyng not farre of, ſcemey 
neuer to come in, till he ſawe the duerthꝛowe giuen, whiche 
happened other wiſe ( peraduenture) then he huped foꝛ but at 
the length he came faintly — cine HllOIVE the 
chace,beyng called a verie goon ſubhiect. 

This bꝛoile enden, Capitaine ( Beffanrmenne tooke the 
ſpoile of ſuche as was ſlaine, and ſo retiren. 

It was not long after, but there came anewe ſupplie, to 
reuenge CMacke laſßetts death; whiche beyng entered the 
Countrey, were encountered withall againe with Capitain 
Heſton, liho ſhewed ſuche vallue, that in one ſkirmiſhe

Capitaine Nicholas Mathis beyng in the Engliche — 
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with his bande: There was a iourney appointed by the loꝛde 
Deputie, tobe made vpon a certaine Rimer, chat belonged 
to Oneall, at a plate called the Moher. This dzanght was 
dꝛawen by one Thomas Flemmynges , à grrate freende ofca- 
pitaine £a/bies , And there was cheek appoincted foz that 
tourneythe Barron of Deluin, maiſter Edward More,and 
Capitaine ( ollyar. 271 
Some buſineſſe was emong the ſoldiours, foꝛ the goyng 
of that iourney: and ſome dꝛewe backe, and ſome milliked 
the long marche, whiche mult bee dooen in ſhozte tyme. But 
the Barron of Deluyn and Capitain Malbis, did determine 
to trie Foztune, and appoincted the footemen a plate ot me⸗ 
tyng, and toretire vnto theim, ifoccaſion ſo ſerued: But the 
hozlemen rode on the ſpurre, and entered the Countrey thei 
ſought at a good hower, and flue there a nomber df rebelles, 
bꝛingyng from thence a greate bootie, to the nomber of xi. 
thouſande Kine and Mares, and dꝛaue their pꝛey to the C/o-

Dhoztelp after Capitaine Cubic was bo retourne to 
Karickefargss with his charge, where he remained a ſmall 
ſeaſon,there was an occaſton giuen by the capitaine of .. 
/owlto of his diſozder, and hauyng a conuenient tyme fox the 
cozrection ofthe ſame,and did it not, Wherefoze Capitaine 
Alalbie talled his ſoldisurs together, and entered Xy/low/. 
toes Countrep,and tooke a parte of his pep, and marchyng 
thꝛough apace, There went by Capitaine Malbie a woodd 
Kerne talkyng with hym, the Kernes \wozde dzawen, and 
palſyng vnder a bowe in a ſtraite: the Kerne let dꝛiue at the 
Capitaine, and hit hym on the * was ſo well 3 
; ij. d 
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fed with heare,that the hurt was nothyng greate, and ſo the 
Kerne fled into the woodde. 

It was not thꝛee daies alter, but Capitaine 7/a/bie;and 
Capitaine Peers hauyng a Commulſion to ſitte vpon, made 
Pꝛoclamation, that whatſoeuer he was of any degree and 
had made offence that would come in, and aun lwere to that 
ould bee lated to his charge, he ſhould come ſaffe and gor 
ſafle, without any harme 02 daunger 

Dn whiche Pꝛoclamation, the ſelf lame woodde Rerie 
tame, and pꝛeſented hym ſelfbefoze the Commiſſioners: 
whereat Capitaine Malbies harte ſturred, and a ſoldiour of 
his that gaue hym marnyng of this Kerne, in the place ſaied 
openly, Capitaine this is the traitour, that ſtrołke pou ſtou⸗ 
pyng vuder, abowe , The Kerne aunlwered; it was he in 
derde. Then was he demaunded, how durſt he come thether 
that had dooen ſo traiteraus an acte. The Kerne aunſwered 
againe, becauſe I heard that the Capitaine neuer hake his 
wooꝛde: I ventered to trie his ſidelitie, not taryng foꝛʒ myne 
qune life. Mich that he was had inta a houſe, and mave 
bothe dzinke and eate, and ſo was ſent awaie: whiche cours 
teſte and trothe kepte in pꝛomeſſe, made this Kerne euer al⸗ 
ter a true follower of Capitaine Machie. 

Capitaine Peers vpon ſome conceite o cauſe, hated this 
Kerne, and afterwardes arrefted hym diuerle tymes, which 
Kerue ſent to maiſter Malbie tobe his ſuretie, who became 
bounde fo2 him, to hie fower and twentie Kine at a daie ap- 
voincted. 

There was one made a complainte to the Loꝛde Depu⸗ 
tie ol Bryan Ballome, who ſent foꝛ Bryan to aunſwere the 
wꝛong he had dooen. Well ꝙ Bryan J will goe keepe my 
pꝛomeſſe, fo; J hope Capitaine Malbie will not ſee me ſuf- 
fer death, whiche keeps my wooꝛde: The onely credite of a 
mannes life. | 

With that his wife and freendes tooke holde ofhis man⸗ 


tell to ſtaye hym, but he ſo ſtruggled that he gatte from the,

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and came ſtarke naked befoze the Loꝛde Deputie,of whom 
Bryan Ballowe was cheriſhed fo his faithfulneſſe. 

In chat tyme while Sir Harry Sidney was Deputie, 
there befell agreate bzoile aboute X>zAewie , to redzeſſe the 
whiche bulineſſe, was ſent ſir Peter Carowe, Capitaine Gi/- 
kart, Capitaine Mabie, and Capitaine Baſuette, who be⸗ 
png in Xyennie heard ſaie that a thouſande Gallowglalles 
were in a plaine, not farre from the toune : ſo theſe Capitat- 
nes illued out ofthe gates,(whiche were kept ſhut fo2 great 
occaſion) and came in the vewe of thoſe Gallowglaſles, 
Theretell a greate ſhower of Rain the ſame ſeaſon, and the 
Gallowglaſles ſeyng the Engliſhemen but a fewe, and thei 
beeyng many, made a ſhewe or fight , and puttyng ok their 
bzoeges, and ſhakyng their Axes, gaue a greate ſhoute and 
à crie, as their maner is when thei hope ol victoꝛie. But the 
Engliſhe Capitaines minded not to giue ouer the matter 
fo: a bꝛagge. And determined couragiouſſp to ſet vpon their 
enemies: whiche in deede thei did, and gaue lo luſtie a charge 
that thei ranne cleane though theim, and ſlue at the leaſt fo⸗ 
wer hundꝛed ol them, puttyng the reſt to flight, and follow⸗ 
png the chace, dꝛaue them into a woodd, whiche beyng nere 
ſaued many ot their lines Sir Peter ¶ aroe of 
this victozie reſted in Capitaine Malbies manhoode and 
conducte. | 

The Loꝛde Deputie ſente Sir Peter ¶ aroe, fo; to take 
poſſeſſion of a certaine Caſtell, in whiche Caſtell was a ch 
panie of ſtaute men: And to the ſeruice was Capitaine Col. 
her, Capitaine Furret, and others ſent, Thei within ſhotte 
and ſſue our people, whiche encreaſed the hatred aud malice: 
Muche buſineſle was aboute this Caſtell, and at length it 
came to a par/ey, and whiles the capitaines were at the par⸗ 
ley, the ſoldiours wer made dꝛinke, and a ſiluer boule ſent thẽ 
to dꝛinke in out of the Caſtell: But the parſey cauld not take 
vp the matter, e ſo thei called fox their ſiluer boule again, but 
a ſoldiour with one legge, whole name unn Dick, 

aupng 
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hauyng the ſiluer boule in his hande, made aunlwere, that he 
would keepe that till the reckenyng were made of the reſte. 
And the parley beyng doen, thei put in the Coneftable or the 
Caſtell at a grate, and ſodainly withall thei thut in a great 
peeceof Timber, whiche kepte the grate open, wherein the 
Soldiours entered, and fo wonne the Caſtell, where after 
wag a pitifull murther, foꝛ man, woman, and child were put 
to the ſwoꝛde. And the foldiours found therein greate riches, 

eſpecially Tapeſtrie and Plate, and muche good houſholde 
{tuffe, | eee I, 1 | 141. 1 

It was not long after, but the Loꝛde Depntie raiſed a 
greate power, to go to the Teſt againſt the rebelles, whoſe 
leader was James Fitæ Moris: whiche was repozted to bee 
ok greate foxce, And the Lozde deputie marchyng foꝛwarde 
toward (7Jamwelkthe ne wes was bꝛotight, that Firz Mor. 
ris was ſo ſtrong, that the Lowe Depatie was to weake to 
deale withall. So counſaill was giut him to retire, The loꝛd 
Deputie ſeevng the cowardies of ſome ( and hauyng good 
courage hym ſelf) called Capitaine Mabie and aſked his 
aduiſe, who aunſwered, if good guides could bꝛyng my loꝛde 
though the plaine Countrey, his five hundzeth hoꝛſe would 
marche in deſpite thotigh all Jrelande. The Loꝛde Depu⸗ 
tie thereon laied, he neuer bare the Geoꝛge that daie, that he 
gaue place to any rebelles:and ſo the Deputie commanuded - 
them to marche, and his power came that night, and lodged 
at a Caſtell ot his enemies, as the repozte wente. There 
was a ſtoute Kerne ſeyng the Deputies campe commyng, 
ranne out ot the Caſtell and ſett many houſes a fire, becaule 
the Lowe Deputies power ſhould haue no fuccour thereof, 
and be in ſonic daunger by their appꝛoche. To whiche Kern 
Ihon ¶Nlalbie galloped apace, and ſs diſpatched hym, which 
was a good peece ok ſeruice. | 

The nexte daie the Caſtell was pelded, fo the loꝛde De⸗ 
putie marched to the Ahite Knightes Countrep, and beſie- 
ged a ſtrong Caſtell ot his, and becauſe thei did — 
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the ſlege, thei were all put unto the ſmnode.;/ 

From thence he marched towarde a Caſtel i inthe Dif: 

monde: Countrey, called Baly Marten, where thei with: 
ſtode the ſiege, ſoit was battered, Aup there was one called 
the Sereſnall,who founde meane in the night, to ſteale awaie 
with all his companie,and ſo theitooke the bogge, and eſca⸗ 
ped to /ames Fitz. ¶Morrice, who made many woꝛdes and 
thꝛeateninges, but he perfoꝛmed no peece ofthole pꝛomiles. 
Do alter this, the Lozde Deputie came vnto Cori, and fri 
thence to Lymbrick, takyng all the Caſtelles in his waie 
that he — he came to Gallamaye. And after he retur⸗ 
ned towardes D⸗ lun in whiche iourney his enemies did ne⸗ 
ver ſhewe their faces. 
+ Shoztly after this, Capitaine ( albie tooke in farme 
the countrey of L alaell, at the handes ofthe Erle of Kaldare 
whiche Lale l had lyen waiſte three veres before,and after 
that came ſir Thomas Smithes baſe ſonne with his hozſe- 
men and footmert;to a place called the Ardes, nert᷑ neighboꝛ 
to Capitaine 4Z«/bie,who furniſhed mailter mithe with 
diverſe — rr beſfowe onhym and his ſoldiourg, 
a good rounde ſome of money: but maiſter Smithes fozcune 
was not good, and ſa at the length he was lane, as after 
pou ſhallheare, HIP 2-1 

Now the noble and moſte bountiful gentleman ul En⸗ 
glande, came ouer as Gouernour of Liter, I meane the 
Erle of Eſſex, whoſe pꝛailes no maime in the woꝛlde can ec: 
clips. Whiche Erle was accompanied with a goodlybande 
of hoꝛſemen and footemen, he arriued at Karrickefargws: 
And there came. with hym the Lozde Ritche:, Pailter 
Henrie Rnowlles, and his fower bꝛethꝛen, maiſter Mighell 
Carie, aud maiſter Ibon Carie, ſoonnes to the Loꝛde of 
Honl don, and maiſter William Nozrice, andumaiſter Jhon 
NMaꝛtice, twooottheelpelt ſoounes ol the Loe Noxtice, 

whole courages and deedes, did ſhewe their noble race, as 


8 named bene theim, by their 
Fi. owne 
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owne actes aparte, did often tymes expreſle their honoura⸗ 
ble birthe . There was likewiſe one maiſter Blunt aval- 
liaunt gentleman, bꝛother tothe Loꝛde Mongie, and ſonde⸗ 
rie others, whoſe names J haue foꝛgotten. | 

Uultthin a pꝛettie ſpate after this noble Earles arriuall, 
ſir Bryan ¶ Nackefellin ( who was accounted then a rebell) 
did ſue to tome in. To whom the Earle gaue pꝛotection and 
veldyng hym ſell ſimplie, vnto the Queene, the Carle not 
onely graumted hym a pardon, but alſo gaue him greate gif- 
tes, and vſed hym ſo courteouſſy, as he rern er 
how to be better entertaine. 

But Br ans follower beeyng wearie of welldopng ( 
peraduenture by Bryans conſent)the ſoldiours hoꝛſes could 
not bee in ſafſetie, and the followers of Bryan fell tu open 
thefte,and pꝛilue filchvner, The Earle willed Bryan to giue 
cozrection to che malekectours, whopomiled from tyme fo 
tyme,bat no redꝛeſſe tould be had. 

The Carle kettyng thoſesffences paſte; and conreſued 
that he had not his people @ſarhe obedienve;as was reaſon; 
and ſo boʒe with litrle faultes, in hope anendemente would 
followe:but all this while the ſoldiours were robbed, and as 
the pooze menne them ſelues were caught alone, thei were 
murthered. Fo2 whiche outrage the Erle ſhaped a reuenge, 
and ſa to crie quittaunce:bur Bryanhearyug thereol, deſired 
to tome in, aud make his aun were che Erie graunted that. 
and ſo ſir Bryan came, amd made his ſubmiſſion, declaryng 
he could not rule his naughrie people and was ſoꝛie fo2 their 
follies, and foule factes committed. So che Erle badde hym 
bꝛyng them all into an ande called (ian, and offered 
Bryans meime am wide; to by thenrthat would reſuſe to 
ebnen een and all fomer 
faultes ſhouvbe foxotren, :

"as parte;Bet alwaies the Ele div that whiche he chuught 
oz the bebe, and was lothe to ſeeke Nodd, but vnon à greate 
occaſion, and pet in the ende true wooꝛde was bought, that 
Maler hh was tlolleu awaie, by this meanes as J ſhall 
tell yvu, Capitaine Malbie and his bother heatyng of this 
diſpute, mdhauyng reac buline ſſe to vepaireviits Z. An 

rooke their tourney; and as thet were ridyngz; chei eſpied k 
kreonde olthelrs commyng galloppyng, whoſe name was 
Marie Hloult. 

TAho bzought newes of Bryant goyng awate whiche 
meſſenger thi ſent in all haſte to the Erle: and thei appoin⸗ 
ted a place, whorothet would meete che Catle. Bur in the 
meane while rhei haſted to ſtaie Bryan and thei might, oꝛ to 
holde hym plaie till the Earle came. But that was in vaine, 
fo all the Creete had take a ſtrength betoꝛe the daie. Pet the 
Earle marched apace, and came within twos miles of the 
enemie, where he mette Capitaine Malbieꝛbut of neceſſitie 
the Earle retired to 1 s by this matter could 
not be retauered. 

Het in a fewe daies after, che Earle made a rode againſt 
Bryan, and by meane ofa Spaniell in the companie, their 
entent was eſkried,and wantyng Kerne to enter the wood 
the Earle retired homeward againe. 

The Earle ſent fo2 the Barron of Dongarren,aud mal⸗ 
fer Edwarde Mooꝛe, and one Thomas Flemmyng, but 
Bryan had gotten intelligente thereof, and laye in waite foꝛ 
to entrappe theim: The Barron came to Bellfateand paf- 
ſed the Fooꝛde, and ſent to Holyngburne Abbey fo2 maiſter 

ſo paſſyng a ſofte pace towardes the Earle, Bryant 
ſothe Barron _ backt to the koꝛde

gain, where by chaunce maiſter Malbis was, and gaue the 
Barron ſuccours, and cauſed theini to palle ouer the ac, 
fo their better ſuertie. 

But thoſe hozſemen that thei had ſentfo2 maiſter Poxe, 
did light in the lappes of their enemies, incommyng backe 
againe: pet ſome ulcheim were wellhozſled, and ſo eſcaped 
to Helngburne Wen thoſe that werenereſt mi heef 
were

Now the Barron with maiſter Poozeauptheir compa- 
nie paſſedouer,and had not gone but alittle ground, but thei 
were ſharpely ſet ppon, aud ſent backeagaig, Zryaus foote 
men were ſo nere them: with that Capitaun/4/bie and his 

-bzother haſtened to the ſkirmiſhe(whiche grewe very hott) 
and as thei were almoſte ouer the water, maiſter Richard 
. Blunt commyng with them, cried, a charge, a charge, and ſo 

ſettyng his ſtaffe agaiaſte his thigh, heranne emong theim 
whiche were footemen , whiche had quickely killed his 
hozſe, and had hym doune, laiyng loade vppon hym ( whiche 
was a wonder of the woꝛlde he had not been flaine) capitain 
Aalbie and his bꝛother with fiue oz ſixe moꝛe, gaue a charge 
to reſcue him, and ſo put his enemies backe, where at a man 
of the Barrons, and an other called Thomas Flemmpug, 
tooke hym vp, and haledhym awaie. At this ſkirmiſhe max 
ny of Bryan nien were flaine; and the Engliſhemen did re⸗ 
tire ouer the water in tyme foꝛ the tide was commyng. 

Aud the very lame night, the enemies came ouer the wa⸗ 
ter, and encamped them ſelues by the Engliſhe power. And

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And after my Loꝛde had a while digeſted this buſineſle, 
and had well fozeſeen what might lollowe, if the enemie wer 
ſuffered like a ſtrong hedded hoꝛſe, to take the bꝛidell in his 
teeth: my Loꝛde called Capitaine Reade befozehym, and 
tolde hym that the enemie muſt bee remoued, Foꝛ by Gods 
will phe (as it is my Lowesearneſt wooꝛde) if the y. 
raus lodge ſo nere my charge, the one of vs bothe waltahe 
little reſte, and ſo my Lode concluded, and fully determined 
that Capitaine Read ſhould haue the leadyng of a thouſande 
men, and goe giue a charge on the enemie. To whiche com⸗ 
maundement Capitaine Read willyngly obeped, wherevp- 
pon Capitaine Souche, Capitaine ard, Capitaine Gam

- taine Milffode, and all their bandes, were appoincted to 
followe Capitaine Reades oꝛder and direction, in as dueti⸗ 
full maner, as my Loꝛde hym ſelf had had the leadyng ol 
theſe bandes and officers, | 

Now it behoued Capitaine Reade to looe well aboute 
bym, and to ſette doune a courſe and oper to keepe, firmelie 
and aduiſedlie,becauſe he had not to deale with men of ſmall 
value, no2 people that befozetyme has been ignoꝛaunte, ot 
the ſeruice in the feelde. Tlherefoze he fo2ted his ſoldiours, 
and placed them in the moſte aſſured and apteſt maner , fo2 
the accompliſhyng of ſuche an enterpiiſe:derided theim into 
that oꝛder, that one might aunfwere an other, and the maine 
hactaill ſhould giue releef to the whole cumpanie. 

But here is to bee noted, that the enemies were thought 
verie ſtrong, and to the nomber of five oz fire thouſande ſol- 
diours, Frenche and Almaines, who looked fo2 ſome encoft: 
ter, and were in battaill cloſely ſette and knitte together, at 
the cutrie ofthe village: hauyng certaine lsuſe ſhott without 
the toune, and ſome hoꝛſemen withall, redpto giue a charge 
and take what aduauntage might be gotten. 

Fearpng little . 8 — 
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their battaill, and doubtyng nothyng the victoꝛie, il ſo ſmall 
a power as ours, durſt putte in hazarde the fight, oz offer to 
giue the repulſe. 

Mell, in this daungerous and doubtfull peece of ſeruice, 
Capitaine Reade beeyng reſolued, to trie the vttermoſte of 
Foztune,and followe my Lowes will and pleaſure, who be⸗ 
helde all the exploite:Wlich as greate expedition as could be 
deuiſed, he ſette Capitaine Souche, Capitaine Gam, Ca: 
pitaine Parkinſon, and Capitaine Tarde ( menne of good 
ſeruice, and readie to aduenture foʒ renowme)as a wyng on 
thelefte hande of his battaill, to plie the enemie wich ſbotte, 
and in the battaill and as occaſton required, he placed Capt- 
taine Aplevard, Capitaine Anttweſill.and Capitaine Wil- 
lo:d. Fo2 to aunſwere his hope with their manhood and vilt- 
genceꝛand doe that was tonuenient, in fuche a hotte and cou⸗ 
ragious encounter. 

Now Capitaine Souche and his companie, made ſuche 
haſte to the ſeruice ( this beeyng at ſire a clocke in the Moꝛ⸗ 
nyng) and had trutted ſo faſte towardes the enemies, that 
thei were likelie to haue been out of bꝛeathe, and in greate 
perill: had thei not been ſuccoured with the fozeſight , and 
dexteritie of Capitaine Read, Foz he beholdyng the ſwifte- 
nelle of the wing, and the neceſlitie ofthe cauſe, beganne ſo⸗ 
dainly to mende his wonted marthe, and helde a good pate 
and trotte towardes the village, hauyng cuer an eye andre:

But this halte and bolde actempte was no ſoner offered, 
but the enemie thought to pꝛeuent it, and ſo with fiche hoꝛl⸗ 
menne as thei had at hande, thei charged our kootemen, who 
were ſo fkrongly garved with Pikes, that the hoxſemennes 
labour was loſte, and ſome of them . 
thet were ſo well iayned, and claſped to 

By this tyme went of all the ſmall ſhotte of the enemies 
e God wouln (bur _—_ — 

lf, 
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that thei werecrept vnder the daunger ofthe hargaboze , by 
meane ofa ſmother and ſmoke , that a greate while before, 
the enemies ſhot and ours had made. Fo? Capitaine Read 
eſpipng that aduauntage badd marche apace;tocometo the 
topnyng: ſo that thzough this occaſion the enemies ſhott did 
little, oꝛ nohurte at all. 

At this iuſtaunt were our people euen at the verieentrie 
ofthe village, and a Frenche gentleman as ſeemed, behol⸗ 
dyng — (the cheef leader ok our battaill, mar 
chyng betoze the refte)leuiedhis peece at hym, myndyng to 
haue ſhotte, but by traueſyng ol grounde, Capitaine Reade 
ſtaied the Freuche mannes hande, who ſtepte ſtraight waie 
behindea little waule (and at the enteryng into the Toune) 
diſcharged his peeckfull at the bꝛeaſt of Capitaine Reade, 
the peece beeyng charged with twoo bullettes, but albeeit it 
was ſo nere, that the fire flewe in his face, yet he was ſo well 
armed, that the ſhotte but rente and bꝛoke his Armour, and 
did hym no further hurte. Wiherevppon Capitaine Reade 
ſteppes to the Frencheman, and ſo thauſt hym thꝛough with 
a albert: an other gentleman ſtandyng nere this, offered 
to bee taken pꝛiſon Capitaine Nead myndyng to doe 
that he came loꝛ, folla wer his enterpriſe, and charged an the 
battaill ot che enemie, that ſtaode as ſtiſte as a waule, till our 
men laied their Pikes luſtelp-yppontheim,and by verie fine. 
foxce and puſhe of the icke, yut them backe, and cauſed the 
to wheele aboute , In whiche conflicte fre hundzeth were 
ſlaine, and nine ſtoꝛe and ther perſones were taken, and 
| bzought awaie... Thevictozie mas followed a ſmall ſeaſon, 

wich as muchezaanhode as could be ſhe wed, and the enemit 
dziuen out of the village: But faz the auoydyng ol ſuche daũ⸗ 
ger, as over farre marchyng into a ſtraunge Countrey, as 
might haue bꝛaught our menne into: Capitaine Read with 
ey — victozie, mitteln bene goay oder, m Ie 
he + 
ne you , eesti | 
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— ſhould ei

| — A— the enemie, and knowe whgt his 
kreendes, and thoſe good Sofviours hader his charqze wou 
doe. Me called Capitaine Hoꝛſſey now fir Gvwar [ 
Night ( and Capitaine of the Ie of Wight)and aſ ke his 
adliice in this matter: who aunſwered my Loꝛde, that he and 
his power, with the helpe and aide ol maiſter Frantis So⸗ 
merſettes baude, would dꝛiue the Frenche out of the Trews 
ches, aud that right ſoone, if chei that iſſued out of the toune, 
tollowed good direcion and oꝛder. My Loꝛde Lieutenant a. 
gr ted to this deuice: nd lo capitaine Moꝛſſey had the whole 
— nn ofthis ſeruice, uhs marched towardes the trenches, 
. hope of victoꝛie. The enemie bothe 
—— in the bewe of this attempte framed 
kn to delende aud reſilke, chat came todeſeite them:

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menue on hozſebacke, beholdpng theſe. chynges, came gallo- 
pynccinto the feelde , and without any delsiyng ofthe mat⸗ 
ter gaue a charge on the enemie end unnpug in emong the 
thickeſtof them, paſſed and perſed the whole troupe, and re⸗ 
turned backe againe in feight though the ſame power, with 
no little haʒarde no2 honoure. Pet in the neche ofthis, the 
Frenche charged our Pikes a.freaſhe, whometcethein iu 
the faces, and made them retire: albeeit the furie ol the ſkir-- 
miche continued, and the enemies all this while gaue not o- 
uer the feelde ( though. thei hay loſte the: Trenche ee

But J — — peeſently, re herdan 
lowes ten lines whiche the pꝛinter {1 ared 
at the duerthꝛowe the Bytigraue had. pred Av len 
to m ny matter, and ſaie,that newe Hauen meme were woz⸗

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thie to be ſpoken ol: and ſhould ſuche Capitaines and Soldts 
028,elcape the pꝛaiſe of the wozld,and the retitall ol my pen, 
no ſure in verie deede, andfo2 that J haue gone ſo farre in 

their behalle, in this yoinct of well doyng, I meane as com⸗ 

mes to my memoꝛie, to ſhewe ſonderie of their other ſerui⸗ 

ces, and feattes of warre. Not onely becauſe euery manne 
ought to reape their due reno ume, ſoꝛ the painkull labours 

thei haue tak: but allo to animate and encourage others, to 

ſeeke by dewe deſarte , the like good meane and noble com⸗ 

mendation, a thyng moꝛe pꝛecious emong meune ot warre, 

then any other riches, oꝛ wozldly pleaſure. 

The Count de Ryngraus ſtaudyng emong a great troup 

ol hoꝛſemen, a good waie ol, beholdyng this ouerthꝛowe be⸗ 
gaune to mule at the matter: and albeit he had loſte many ol 
his men (and his expectation beyng fruſtrate) he gaue great 

commendation to the Engliſhe Soldiours ; and tolde the 

Frenche, that thei ſhould them ſelues attemptthe nexte ap- 

poche , Fox he heide the Engliſhe nation other maner of 
men, then thei were accounted, and ſaied withall,he thought 
but to haue dealt againſt Soldiours, but he had to doe with 
the Furies of helle, oꝛ Spirites of the ap2e, Suche was the 
nobleneſſe and good diſpoſition of the Kyngraue, that he 
would giue his enemies fame, and ecclipps no iotte of honoz 
from them, that well had deſerued. 

Pea, this Kyngraue was ſuche a noble warriour, that af- 
ter the battaill oꝛ was ended, oz any peece ol ſer⸗ 
nice was doen, he would ſende flaggons of wine to his ene⸗ 
mies, and in tyme ol truce, oꝛ beache of warre ( whiche he v⸗ 
ſed often foz honours ſake )he would make bankettes, giue 
giftes , ſhewe liberalitie , and bee as courteous as alittle 
child: And in the feelde a verie Lionmozelike thenamanne, 
and yet a man of moſte ſober iudgement and knowledge. 

The whole Campe of the Frenchemen tameto a greate 
pille, after the ouerthꝛowe that the Ryngraue had, and fullie 
5 — 
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appꝛoche to the toune , in moſte foldiourlike ſoꝛte and oꝛder, 
and to holde them in ſome awe, as our power might, many 
ſkirmiſhes were made, and good pollicie and courage was 
put in excerlice,and nothynglefte vndoen, that either tyme 
02 place would permit. But what ſhould J furtherdelate,of 
chinges paſte mannes helpe and pollice: when Gods wꝛathe 
and viſitation dooeth cutte of all argumentes, and makes a 
quicke diſpatche ofthe matter. Fo? the JPlague was ſo ſoꝛe 
in the Toune , that many men in a rage did leape out of the 
windowes, into the ſtreate: and ſuche a generall diſeaſe and 
diſpairing ſickneſle, was ſpꝛead thoughout the whole com⸗ 
panie of ſoldiours,thatno one ffoode in certaintie ofhis own 
{ate o2 life. Suche was the heate and furie ofthe fearefull 
Peſtilence, and greenous botche, adauntyng malladie, that 
takes awaie the vſe of witte, and courage ol man. 

Tell, albeeit that this greate mozcalitie, and miſerable 
{ate of lite, might haue vtterly ouerthzowen, the valliaunte 
myndes ol many good men: pet our people ſtoove fo ſfoutelp 
to their defence , that many exploites were taken in hande, 
and thei fozced the enemie to make an offer vnto theim, of a 
noble comyolition , whiche ofneceſlitie muſte bee taken(all 
thpnges conſidered ) fo2 there was no ſuccour to bee hoped, 
fo: to tome out of Englande , And ſome that were ſent the- 
ther, as ſir Thomas Finche, and diuerſe other gentlemen, 
were caſte awaie by the ſea, and pꝛeſently dꝛouned. 

Then noble Capitaine Randall (who can not haue to 
muche fame ) who after was flaine in Jrelande , was ap⸗ 
poincted by the Loꝛde Lieutenauut,to carrie behynde when 
the Toune was peelded vp:to ſee all conditions and capitit- 
lations perfozmed', whiche were but flacklphandeled, and 
looked vnto by the Frenche,and yet in effecte our ſoldiours 
(with as muche honour as men in their plight could haue) 
came home, and bꝛought muche oꝛdinaunce and goods with 
them. But thei had ſo greate a plague ſtill emong them, that 
many here at their arriuall, departed this wozlve, RED 


Churchyardes Choiſe. 


This was but a peece ok the ſeruice, that capitaine Read 
was at in his daies: foꝛ his moſte paines hath been taken a⸗ 
boitte the warres of Scotlande, and roades made into that 
Countrey: where he hath bozne hym ſelf ſo well, and that a 
long ſeaſon, that all thoſe who knowes the lame (oz can call 
the ſeruice tomemonie ) giueth good repoꝛte thereof, and 
ſpeaketh muche to the aduauncement ok his good name. 
And ſeeyng that in his pꝛaile aud others, my penne hath 
gone ſo karre, I wil a little touche the ſeruites of ir Milly ãẽ 
Winter, who bothe by lande and Sea, hath often been em- 
ploted, And in the rehearſall ol ſome parte of his doynges, J 
will as Jmate make mention ot ſir Millyam Dꝛe wie, ſir 
Pumfrey Gilbart, ſir Millyam Moꝛgane, Capitain Bark 
ley, Capitaine Moꝛgane, Capitaine Cheſter , Capitaine 
Bingham, and ſondꝛie that of late daies hath been in diuers 
places of daunger, and good ſeruices, But this is to bee loo⸗ 
Red foz, that the honourable ſir James Croftes (nowCon- 
ttoller of the Queenes Maieſties houſhold)ſir Mon TUal- 
Joppe,ſir James Wilffozde,and ſir hon Bellyngame, bee 
not fozcotten, and that euery one ofthele, as remembꝛance 
ſhall ſerue me, be bꝛeefly ſpoken of Foy if at large J touched 
ſome of their noble exploites, (that laſte I haue made men- 
tion of) I ſhould make a greate volume ofthe ſame, and ſo 
ſeeme to mite a Chꝛonicle, thatmeanes but to create ofa 
fewe paſſages , fo; the paſſyng of the tyme, and the pleaſu⸗ 
rpucc ofmp freendes, | 
The ſeruices ot ſir James Croftes , maie well bee vn⸗ 
der ſtoode, if you loke into the ſiege of Bullein: The warres 
of Scotlande, and the troubleſome affaires of Jrelande, 
where he was Lozde Deputie , And who that looketh depe⸗ 
ly inthe mannagyng of choſe matters, ſhall iuſtely ofhym 
ſelf, peelde due honoure tothe perſone that hath taken theſe 
paines, without the repozte of mp penne, oz further publiſh⸗ 
png of the ſame, TE 
Sir JhonUlalloppe that long rematned gouernour of 
| D.f, Gines, 
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Gines:andthe ſeruice of the good knightBellyngame,once | 
loweDeputie of Frelande,are oł no little moment. Fo2 the 
one had ſuche a hurt by a counter boffe that he got at Laun- 
derſep, that he carried it to his death ( albeit he liued long af: 
ter, and did many greate thynges) and the other was giuen 
to ſuche valliauntneſſe (as his doynges doe declare)that in a 
maner we can not imagine moꝛe woꝛthineſle in twoo men, 
no? rightly attribute vnto them, the glozie thei delerue. 

neuer any ſeruicebut the ſiege ol Haddyngton were 
ſpoken ot, it were ſufficient enough, and a witneſſe greate to 
ſhewe the greate mynde, and manly courage offir James 
Wiiffozde , Foz he beeyng there as generall, helde out the 
foxce of Fraunce, and power ofScotlanvetthe Queene mo- 
ther lookyng andlipng at the ſiege , and the Toune was ſo 
battered and beaten, chat men on hoꝛſebacke mi rid⸗ 
den ouer the bꝛeache. Yet notwithſtandyng, beides a nom⸗ 
ber ok other greate cauſes, to make men rander a. Foꝛte, ſir 
James All ffoꝛde keyte the enemies out: and did ſo noblie 
euery waie, neither fcarcitie ofvictuall, noz want ol pouder 
could moue his inuincible mynde. Foꝛ the moꝛe was the mi⸗ 
ſerie, che greater grewe his harte, and hope to haue good 
Foꝛtune : fo the whiche aſſured foꝛtitude and determinate 
purpoſe, he purchaſed euerlaſtyng renowme , And liues at 
this date in as freſhe memozie, as he were ſeen pꝛeſently be⸗ 
foxe the eyes ofthe people. | 

In that ſeaſon was a place called Donglaſſe at our deuo⸗ 
tion, where one maiſter Aſton was placed, and an other fozt 
beyonde Fiffeſive called Bꝛoghttie Cragge, where ſir Thon 
Luttrell dis ſerue verie valliauntely a longe tyme. And at a 
Toune nere the ſame Fonte talled Dondie, Sir Millyam 
Winter and others, did a greate peece ofſeruice, wozthie 
the rehearſall. But foz that Bꝛoghttie Cragge was at the 
length loſte, fo2 lacke ol ſuccour aut of Englande, Jleaue 
aut muche matter, that otherwiſe J had wiicten, | 
After the Siege of Paddyngton was raiſed , and _ 

Frenche. 
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Frenche had withdzawen their batterie, aud the od Erle of 
Shꝛewel burie was come with an armie, and laie at a plate 
called Abberlatie. The EarleofLinkcolne that now is, bee⸗ 
vng Loꝛde Admiral, landed a greate conmpanie of ſoldiours 
at a ile called ſainct Minins, where dur Foztune luas but 
frowarde: and fox that I was taken pꝛiſoner there, and our 
people had no greate gaod happe: It ſhall remaine vntou⸗ 
ched any further. we i. — 
Alittle befoze this, betwene Tom Tallent and che Baſſe 
ſome Frenche Gallies were placed, and thzee of our Ship: 
pes ſiyng in vewe ol thetm ; (the Aptheloppe ; the Harte, 
aud the Grand Meſtreſſe, ſo were the thee Shippes called) 
hoiſſed vp Sailes to feight with the Galleis , whiche were 
twoo and twentie innomber; but there befell ſuche a miſfoꝛ⸗ 
tune by caſtyng aboute to fetche aboꝛde, that our Shippes 
fell one in others tabell, and were ſo harde claſpen together, 
thꝛough meane of miſthaunce, that chei might not ſhoote at 
aduauntage;to annope the enemie. Cho eſpiyng this opoꝛ⸗ 
tunitie, came owerly fo ward, and ſhot many ſhott of Can⸗ 
nons emong vs, bꝛeakyng doune a Paſte 02 twoo, and kil⸗ 
ling a fewe perſones. But in the ende the Shippes were ſet 
free, and my Lode Admiral had ſent to our ſuccours, ann 
the calme was gone, in ſa muche that the gale ol Mynde 
ble we our ſhippes full vpon the Gallies, whiche the French 
beeyng in feareok, dꝛewe apace towardes the Shoꝛe, and 
ranne their Gallies on grounde. But ere thei could departe 
out of our daunger, wee were lo nere them, that our Bowe 
men ſhot into their Gallies, and our Camons made a great 
murther, and hauocke emang the pooꝛe ſlaues, whole leggs 
armes, and Ozes J lawe ſlie about, as the foꝛte ot᷑ our ſhotte 
might attaine them. 
- Thele Gallies hopyng to keepe victuall from Bzoght- 
tie Cragge, crepte a long by the Shoꝛe, andencountreda 
Shippe wherein was Capitaine Peers (nom ſeruyng in 
Irelande, and then a venterar ) and ä 3 
4. 
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that thei chotte his Enſigne though and thzough,and were 
like to haue bouged the Shippe, but he mindyng moze his 
reputation, chen regardyng the haz arde he was in, plied the 
Gallies ſo well, that thei durſte not appzoche ouer nere, and 
ſo in the meane while came a luſtie gale of winde, and ſente 
Capitame Peers from the Frenche Gallies, to his greate 
ſafetie,and the comfo2t ot his freendes and countrey men. 

Dur Shippes manned furthe Boates, and ſet vppon di⸗ 
uerſe ſailes that laie in Boznte Jlande, and foſpoiled them, 
and lefte them on a flamyng fire: and thereon rowed towar- 
des a mightie greate Carrecke, that late vnder the ſuccoure 
of Pnchſ keeth, and booꝛded che ſame Carreck; and ſo burnt 
ttꝛthe fire whereof diſcharged many greate ſhotte in the ſaid 
Shippe, befoze our menne could come aboꝛde againe, but 
that ſhotte did little hurte at all:and our Nauie in the meane 
ſeaſon, laie in the mouthe of the Frithe, notfarrefroman 
Flande called the Maay. 

Mithin a ſhoꝛt while alter, was there a luftie nenvilnian 
(and a ſeruiceable)fent to take Putchſkeeth,his name was 
maiſter Jhon Cotton, a Capitaine ot good account, he lan- 
ded and valliauntly tooke the Nande, but when our Shipps 
departed from the Frithe, the Frenche and Scottes menne 
entered the Jlande againe, and recouered it to our greate 
diſcontent: in whiche furie and light Capitain Cotton was 
ſlaine, albeeit he did what became a man ot ſtoute harte and 
courage, and fought it out to the laſte man in his con: panie: 
whiche made the enemies maruaile, conſideryng thei wert 
voide of hope to be ſuccoured and releued. 

The Scottes and Frenchementakyng a grrate deſpite, 
to goe without Yaddyngton liyng ſo long befoe it, deter⸗ 
mined in a moznpug to aſſaile it manfullp , and to trie what 
Fontune and fozce of menne might compaſſe. So the Xy-- 

graue nnd nombers of the Frenche ſide, came pꝛiuelie from 
Edenboꝛough, and ſec vpon the baſe tourte of Haddyngton, 
and in verie deede were — to haue diſtreſſen the — 
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il gaod watche and circumſpection han nat pyenented that 
appꝛoche. Fo: cheenemies were in the baſe Court, and be- 
ganne to glozte muche of their conqueſt, but one gaue fire to 
agreate peece that ſtoode full ot haileſhotte, at the enterie of 
the crate ; and ſlue duuerſe ofthe enemies, whertat nur men 
ilſued and dealt ſo valliauntly with che tnemie that thei reti⸗ 
red, and laſte all their labour. At this tyme eithet lr James 
ACroltes was generall there, oꝛ anone afcer;Fo2 Sir Ja. 
mes — — eicher befoze taken pyiſoner at Don- 

barre, oz within a ſhozts ſeaſou after. But how ſa euer that 
cate ſtandeth, the loldioum oH addyngton kept the toune, 
and wanne ſuche fame hereby7thatto neee 
are ſpoken of and honoured. 

_ -.- Whiles theſe thynges were in dooun;tumeroullevon, 

and pꝛoduted further matter. Foz the wheele tourned, aud 

Foztune ſo frounen at our pzoſperitie,that the woꝛlde began 
co fall to declination; and ſo Habdyngton mas rafed, —— 
to thoſe chat would poſſeſſe it, and the Freuche hauing 
hope, to recouer what theiloſte befoze, tooke occaſion — 
by ſome ſodaine alteration, and common courſe of wozlvlie 
affaires, and therevpon thei beſieced Bullein Barke,the old 
Man, and many other members belongyng to Bullein, and 
a greate capitaine called A omni de Termes was in Stcot⸗ 
lande; pꝛeparyng to beſiegeLawther Foꝛte, where Sir 
Mugh Milloughbie had gouernment, with whom was Ca- 
pitaine Colbie, Capitaine Maneryng, Capitaine Paeles, 
Capitaine Whitton, Capitaine Colliar, Capitaine Rnapp 
and others, whole names J haue foꝛgot, albeeit J was then 
chere nemlie eſcaped out ol Scotlande.The ſaied Moumſre 
deTermes late a lung Mile (wich his whole Campe) from 
Lawtherfozt,and wee to make hym ſpoꝛt. deuiſed that ſome 
luſtie gentlemen, ſhould clapp on white ſcarffes, and ſo ride 
like Scottes men into the enemies Campe, whiche we per⸗ 

foʒmed, and ſlue diuerſe in the Markette plate, and came a⸗ 
ale vutouched, Amd not contente with by little W 
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oz emong our companies were ſoldiours ot Hhaddyngton) 
wer daiely uffered to ſkirmiſhe, when in che keelde was al⸗ 
waics to encounter vs ſtue to one of as good Soldiours, as 
then were tu bee founde in Fraunce , But our hope and foze⸗ 
wardneſſe was ſuche, that euery ſeconde daie, we did ſome⸗ 
what woꝛthy che mertyng: ann aͤt this ſeruite came one Jh65 
Carr of Marbe(a valliaunte olde Capitaine, and a ſpeciall 
Solvionrs in thole partes) andbzought harde Cheefe and 
pouder ta vs . For the eatyng ol Þoaſes din argue, harde 
Cheeſe was as welcome as pouder: pet none uf them bothe 
neee eee 
_ - +; CMounfirede Termer beyug deſirous of virtozie, deter⸗ 
mined to come with Ladders, and ſa to ſcale the foxc, wher- 
of we had wooꝛde, and mepared to receiue hym with an vn⸗ 
freendly welcome: and foꝛ that we faunde he bꝛake his date, 
and would ware mearie ot reſt, by long liyng idle in a place. 
The Generall cauſed all ehe greate Oꝛinannte ef the fo 2 
to ber bentefuſlievppon erermer his Campe (C 
Manneryng in deere putte that deniceinhedde and — 
firſt) and early in the moꝛnyng on an Eafter daie, the whole 
greate artillerie was diſcharged on Determen his Campe, 
whiche ſlue diuerſe, and ſo vexed the Campe: that as you ſet 
a number at Crowes ſlie out oa wood, when aharkaboize 
is ſhotte of, ſo the Freuchenten came out oftheir Miue, that 
peelvethno ;Honie,and gaue vs a ſower and ſharpe encoun- 
ter. Foꝛ ina ſmall ſeaſon thei maue vs out ofthe feelde, and 
gaue an attempte to winne the baſe Courte,where wee at- 
tended their commpng,and ſtroue with them ſo ſtoutly, chat 
in that ſtruggle wee were ioyned, and wiaſtled together, as 
Daungerouſly as any man liuyng maie imagine, but in ſuche 
oꝛder, that the Frenche were foꝛced to retire a little, and we 
were faine to recouer the Foꝛte:and pet the Frenche foval- 
liauntly handled their buſines , that thei laye vnder the ram⸗ 
pire ofthe Baſe courte, and flue ſondꝛie of our ſoldiours, that 
could not in due ſeaſan come in. Emong the cheel Capitaine 
| Manneryng 
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had his deathes wonnde, and fell doune in the 
dike befoze the gate: whoſe bodie we reconered with very lit⸗ 
tle loſſe, but he died within three dates after. And the Frẽche 
miſſyng that thei ſought, retiren that pꝛeſente night to their 
Campe: where thei abode not tenne daies, but a peate was 
concluded, and we marched all towardes Bar wic ße 
Now here is to bee noted, that in thoſe vaies wee had 
greate ſoldiours a liue, and moſte of theim at Barwicke, as 
Capitaine Honte, Capitaine Sanders, Capitaine Tems, 
Capitaine Pickman, and verie many others of goup expe: 
rience and crediteee 25 
"Now J muſte leaue to your iudgementes (and readyng 
ofother bockes) the warres of Stotlande, and will hene 
you of ſome ſeruices that happened in Jrelande, duryng the 
tyme that ſir Anthonie Sellenger was Lowe deputie there 
who was a graue and fatherly wiſe gouernour, and hay 
muche a doe in chat countrep, to bꝛyng thynges iir good per: 
fection aud quietneſſe. Fo the Lowes of that ſoile, were at 
char pꝛeſence giuen toſondyietroubleſome prctiles, whom 
he rekoꝛmed, and ſec in very peaceable eſtate:emong the reſt 
was one ©Hakarrtie More, whiche helde out a greate ſea⸗ 
ſon, but the Loꝛde Deputie goyng againſt hym with an ar- 
mie, made hym come in at Corke , where yppon his pow 
ſubmiſſion, J ſawe hym beare the wopde befozetheL oꝛde 
Deputie. Pet albeeit, that in this and many other ſeruices, 
ſir Anthonie Dellenger at ſeuerall tymes , deſeruedgreate 
commendation (he beeyng a knight of the Garter) yethis 
foꝛtune was ſo aduerſe and contrarie, that he was ſeldome 
at home in his Cduntrey out of trouble, and daunger of diſ- 
pleaſure, and felte as many haue dooen (that gouerned Jre» 
lande) the ſelfſame plagne that Scipio A fricanc poſſeſſed 
fo: his pꝛaiſe, the greef whereol ds fir Anthonie to his 
graue: as the wozkes J could ſhewe of his one penuyng can 
teſtiſie. Fo2 this honourable knight had an excellent giſte to 


wute in lere oy pole, and mag ol ſo tractable a nature and 
condition, 
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condition, that molte men did honour hynt, as muche for his 
vertues,as foz his office and callyng, But mp matter depẽ 
pethnot.onely in one mannes merites 02 ee I 
doe paſle tootherchynges,that commeth to my mynde. 

In. Jielauve at thoſe-daies was the noble Capitaine 
Nandall, Capitaine Maſterſon, Capitaine Lippiarde, Ca- 
piraiue, Thomas Smith, Capitain Coolley, and a nomber 
ok other Capitaines that now are out of my remenibꝛaunce, 
who fo ſeryice and well deyng, ate nothing iuferiour ta ma 
ny good . that J haue named befoze. 

The honourable ſtr James A Crofttes was Lowe De⸗ 
putie of Jrelaude ( and had taken the ſwoꝛde at Corke of ſir 
Anthanie Sellenger) at this ſeaſon when many greate thin⸗ 
ges was to bee dooenz Aud he had no ſmall regarde to his 
charge and gouerneinent, the ſeruices theim ſelues, are ſuf- 
ficiente argumente ol his no little labour and diligence, and 
maie well enough declare that whiche Jomitzgud io wank 
oflatſure doe not ſpeake of, 

Now the warres burſte out betweenethe Frenchkpug 
andthe Emperour,on whole ſides ſoudzie Engliſhe gentle» | 
men, ſerued fo2 knowledge ſake,and reputation, Aud on the 
French ſide did Capitaine Craper, Capitaine Twittie and 
their campanie floziſhe, and did many exploites, as in an o⸗ 
ther place ol my booke J haue repoꝛted. And on the Empe- 
rours live was Capitaine Plonket, Capitaine Matſon, and 
a greate nomber of verie valliaunt ſoldiours ok our nation, 
who ſought nothyng but credite, renowme, and good repoꝛt. 
Dir Willyam Dzewꝛie (now Lozde Juſtice of Jrelande) 
wass then ſo gallauntly diſpoſed, that he did but daiely ſearch 
where, oz how he might beſtowe his tyme in ſeruice, and lo 
ſerued a long ſeaſon, to his greate commendation with the 
Emperour, as heretofoze J haue rehearſed, And he was ſo 
enclined o Parſhall affaires, that when fozraine warres 
were ended, he ſought entertainement at Gines and thoſe 
partes, whiche had warre with the Frenche, fo2 kyng Phil⸗ 
lippes 
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lippes nuarrell: Andhehaupugcharge;andaluttic bande of 
bhoꝛ emen did many thynges, that merites good likyng. Fox 
at that tyme was muche adoe, and a bande uf hoꝛſemen ve: 
rie well appointed, and full ot gentlemen, was ſente krom 
the lade Marden, an honaurable and a moꝛthie gentleman, 
(moſte full of nableneſſe) theL owe Cheinees father now 
lfupng . In this bande, and belongyng to that charge, was 
ſondꝛie ok the Keiſes, gentlemen of good ſeruice, maifter 
Crippes hauyng the leadyngof all that companie . There 
was ſente in like ſoxte from the Paince, Paiſter Willpam 
Harbertes bꝛother offainct Gilllans;called maiſter Geoꝛge 
Parbertte, withabande of footemen , and one C :pitaine 
Boꝛne whole Lieutenaunt J was, at the ſiege of Gines. 
Thele bandes a good ſeaſon befoze Callice and Gines 
were taken, ioynyng with other bandes of Callice,did make 
diuerſe inurneis into Bollinnopes, and ſped verie well: Sir 
TTilliam Dꝛeurie at overp ſeruite, deſerued no little pꝛaiſe, 
and one Capitaine Umnibanckean auncient ſoldiour, was 
oftentymes ſo foxward, that he was ronne ones thzouch the 
buttocke with à Launce: Many gentlemen in thoſe ſeruices 
did well and woꝛthely: And ſandꝛie tymes the Loꝛde Mar⸗ 
deins bande was tobe pꝛaiſed. And at length a voyage was 
made by the conſente, and whole power of Callice and Gi⸗ 
nes, to fetche a ppey from Bolleyn gates (Monuſire Snarp- 
poule theu becyng gouernour of Bolleyn) but we could not 
handle the matter ſopyinilie, but the Frenche by eſpiall, had 
gotten wooꝛde thereof , Notwithſtandyng, as Soldiourg 
commonly goes faz warde with their deuiſe: ſo we marched 
ſecretly all the whole night, to come to our purpoled enters 
pꝛiſe: and our footemen whereol ſir Harry Palmer (a man 
of greate experience) had the leadyng. De remained with the 
whole power of footemen nere the Blacke Neaſtes, as a 
ſtale to annoye the enemie, and ſuccour fo? ſuche as were 
dꝛiuen in, if any ſuche occaſion came. So the hoꝛſe bandes 


bꝛake into the Countre p, and pꝛealed W 
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was a create nomber ofgallaunt ſolviour$td receiue them: 
but our hoꝛſemen makyng ſmall arcounte of the matter, be ⸗ 
ganne to pꝛey the countrey, anddzlue abootie from the face 
of the enemies. The Frenche hozlemen takyng their ad⸗ 
uauntage , offered aſkirmiſhe to detracte tyme, till bettet 
opo2tunitie ſerued to giue a charge. This couragious bicke⸗ 
ryng grewe ſo hotte, that the Frenche bandes beganne to 
ſhowe, and our menne mull abide a ſhocke, oʒ retire hardely 
with ſome foile , wherevppon the cheefeſt ol dur hozſemen, 
charged thoſe of the Frenche that were nereſt daunger, by 
whiche attempt the Frenche ſtaied a whlle, but vpon a ſmall 
pauſe thei charged our menne againe, aud ouerthewe of the 
Blacke L aunces a thirtie, carriyng awaie with theim inta 
Bullepne, cighteene gentlemen pꝛiſoners. This ſkirmiſhe 
beganne at ſeuen tt the clocke in the moꝛnyng, and laſted in 
verie greate ſeruice till a leuen. And from this duerthꝛowe 
came diuerſe Soldiours foze wounded, to our foote bandes 
whoſe heauineſſe made the vallinunte lozte placke vp their 
hartes, and ſeeke a reuenge. 

Then albeeit that foote Capitaines and Gentlemen, ſel: 
dome leaues their bandes, and venters beyonde their charge 
(a rule to bee muche regarded) yet the ſtouteſt Capitaines- 
and Gentlemen, founde meanes to hoꝛſe theim ſelues on 
Carte hoꝛſes, and bittellers nagges, and put certain kart. 
kes, in maner ot Guidons on ſtaues endes, ſhewpng thoſe 
Guidons vuder a hill in ſeurrall ſoztes, ſometpmes appea+ 
ryng with twentie men, — — of ll 
made ſhewe ot all our nomber, whiche was unt fiftie, and ſo, 
with a courageous crie , ſette bypon the euemies (leaupng” 
ſome of theſe deuiſed Gnivons behinde onthe hill toppe and 
charged theim with ſuche a furte, that theilefte their bootie, 
and ſtoode to their defence , but in fine were foxcedtoretire, 
fo2 by the little ſtaie wee helde the enemie in, our footemen: 
had laiſure tomarche, the ſounde of whoſe Dꝛommes gane 
no greate courage to the Frenche. Fo thet thereon gaue 
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backe, and lefte ſome of heir befie ofviours behinde theim, 
whiche wee bzought to Sines ; dziuyug the pzepbefoze vs, 
that was gotten in the momyng fAvite in a ſkirnuſhe, aud 
recouered againe at Moone. At this ſeruice was Sir Til: 
lxyam Dzuerie, Capitaine Alexander of Mewnam Bridge, 
Capitaine Crippes, Capitaiue Reyes, and thzee of his bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen, Capitaine Geeꝛge Worbert, and ſoudyte others in like 
maner, that merites good repoꝛte. | 

Dur power mett many tymes together, and did muche 
hurte at Bollepunoyes: and we beſieged Fines Caſtell and 
wanne it.Bloſthyng Churche,and ouerthzewe it, and killed 
all the men — — becauſe fir Harry Pal⸗ 
mer was hurte thꝛough the arme there with a ſhotte. 

A long ſeaſon our fortune was good, till at length by 
ſome ouerſight oꝛ miſhappe ( lette the blame faule where it 
ought) we lolte Callice, and Gines. But a little I pzaie you 
Niue me leaue, to touche truely the ſiege of Gines , not be- 
cauſe J hay ſome chargethere : * Butfo that ſondiie repoꝛ⸗ 
tes hath been raiſed thereof, by thoſe that ueter thzoughlte 

knewe,oz vnderſtoode the matter. The verie trothe is,after 
Callice was wonne, and that all hope mas taken from vs, 
to2 any ſuceour out of Englande , our generall the honoura⸗ 
ble Loꝛde Greye that is dedde , and maiſter Leawes Diue 
his Lieutenaunt, ſir Parry Palmer,andall the Capitaiaes 
of Gines: Determined to abide che woꝛſte that Foꝛtune, oꝛ 
the Freuche could dae. Ind the daie of the firft anpꝛoche the 
enemie made, wee oflert da hotte and ſtoute ſkirmiſhe,but 
bepng dziuen in by an ouer greate power (though our whole 
people were thirteene hundꝛeth men) we kepe the Toune a- 

while, But conſideryng the Caſtell to bee moſte ſtrongeſt, 

and douhtyng by a Camboʒade, oꝛ ſodaine aſſault, the toune 
might be-whne(z it was hut weake)we retired our who'e 
power into the Caſteſl, am ſd manner the baſe Courte, the 
Byaies, an Bulwarkes, the Keepe, the Catte, the harte ol 


the n 8 with double menne. 
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And cut of Flaunders at the hnelente ſiege, canit fiftie valli⸗ 
. auntSpantardes, and a bande of Burgonions, Mounſire 
Dieſſhie beyng their Capitaine , and Afow7/ire Mon Dras 
gon was leader ofthe Spaniardes. Theſe Burgonids were 
placed in Mary Bulwarke wich Capitaine Boznes bande, 
whole Lieutenaunte J was. The fikcie Spaniardes were 
placed in the Bꝛaies, where Capitaine Lambert had ſome 
ſhott to ſuccour them, Againſt this Bulwarke ( whiche was 
thought inmenable the greate Batterie was planted, albe⸗ 
it thzee oz fower daies were ſpente ( wee helde the enemies 
ſuche plate)befoze the Batterie was planted, 

And one daie we ilſued, and ſette vpyon ¶Mounſire De- 
gwyes,as he was in à place called Milfeelde, vewyng ofthe 
grounde, aud had taken hym had not he lefce his cloke be- 

hinde hym on the whiche white cloke, one ol our gentlemen 
had holde of: And though that he was ſuccoured, we bꝛought 
awaie ſome ot his companie, and retired with little loſſe, oꝛ 
none at all, Te ſette vpon a greatetroupeofhozſemen, not 
long befoꝛe this, that came fromthe ſpoile of Callice, and 
taoke nombers oftheiii, Fox I had foꝛ myparte, couple of 
faire hozſesanda pyiſaner: at bothe theſe ſeruites was dive 
Capitaine Andzea, Capitaine.Jhon Sauage, and a kiffict- 
ente nomber ofluſtie Soldiours. And the Loe Grate that 
now is, was at the harde eſcape of Mounſire Degwies, 

We made diuerſe ſalliex, but that pꝛeuailed not. fo2 the 
Battrie went of, and man othergreate Cannons did beate 
at the hye Townes, the ſtones whereol did marueilouſly a- 
noye vs: andthe ſhotte was ſa ꝑreate, and ſuche greate ad- 
uauntage ofgrounde the enemies had gotten, that we could 
not walke-, no) goe ſaffelpnoany wale within the Caſtell, 
Foz our generalland ſir HarryPalmer littyng on afozme, 
deuilyng ſo2 our commoditie, were in ſurhe daunger, chat a 
Cannon ſhotte tooke awaie the foꝛme, and Make ſir Harry 
Palmers legge (ot whiche hurte he died in Narice after) and 
agreate ſhotte tooke of maiſter Wakes hedde, 9 

ng 
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flepyng vnder a greate Tree: And Id ſdwerie that chou git 
them ſelues ſaffe, were ſo dꝛibbed at wich Caunos ſhotgthat 
thei neuer knewe vohe dinhurtt chem dell che tymedꝛew 
on after the bzeache was made, we mut velende the aſſault, 
that was geuen to Mary Bulwarke; whiche ſtoode out of 
the Caſtell, and farrefronrſuccourvfany, berauſe the gate 
was ramined vp and we could not paſſe into the Caſtle but 
bythat wait. Firſte a longihe Bꝛalen, and then betweene 
too gates, whiche waie whernemlehnd elpien; and prsced 
manp greater ſhotte full vpon that paſſage, 

Moe aun Diff, Capitaine Bone, Ci: 
pitaine Oſwolde Lambertt, and the fiftie Spauyerdes, 
were foꝛcen to abide che allalte, whiche bexaimeata leueu a 
Clocke, and laſted till night. ( Mouur Dragon tum into 
Mary Bulwarke; and thzee gentlemen mot, anvMoode 
ſtoutiy to dur vefence;twoo ofthem were flaine, Hy Capic 
taines hedde was ſmitten ol wich a Cannons ſhot, and Ta: 
pitaine D-fkie was wounded to the. death, whole bande 
fought mantully in the retengeoftheir Capaine; and onto 
aur bande was left no mope but one maiſter Vondm and 
ta gide the wholecompame,Andthe old Capitaine Andzea, 
couetouz of Fame, was deſirous to haue ourfeflowſhip:buc 
he had na bande noz people to dooe vs pleaſure , 'Capiciine | 
Lambert was croſſed withagreate ſhot, and myne armour 
wich the bꝛeakyng of agroace peero;was ſtrirken flat vpon 
my hodie, hut beyng vubzared'J. might continue the ſetuice: 
whiche ſeruice in myne opinion, was ſo terriblie handler by 
the Frenche, (CHonn/re Daudelot beyug the leader of the 
allanlt)thac bothe Engliſhe, Burgonion, andSpaupatd at 
that Bulwarkehadenough to doe to keepe the enentfe but. 
And as J beleeue at this aſſaulte, wee loſte a hum eth and 
fiftie good ſaldieurs:büt the night! rommyng on the French 
ſurſeaſed their furie, and yet kepte them lelues cloſely under 
che topye of the bꝛeache, where our ſhotte noz flankers could 
dae chem no harme. Foz all our greate Oꝛdinaunce was dil 
Il lij. mounted 
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ene ene heloze theenrmie wave any approche,fiy the 
giuyng ol an alſault. 

The nerte dait within chree halfehawers, the Batterie 
had heaten the bzeache f bare ( whiche molded — 
hillocke ol Sande) that wee were foꝛted ta feight on 
knees, and beeppg keptewakyug — — 
_ — dur men began to fainte, and ware wea- 
of wozkyng at the breach. But we defended Mary But- 
warkeſo-wel , all thathaungerous — the Frenche 
Zoſte a thouſande Solviours by their owne ,at the 
Lame ſeruiceteud yer the alle enduredtothe ——̃ 
A muthe crueltie as coulubee deuiſed. And al- 
maies when the enemies firft men, did ware feeble with la- 
Hour, there was a ſecoude and newe releefof freche bandes, 
to cuntinue che-afſault,Sathar as long as the dais light ſer- 
ned, it ſeemed by the fight a hloodie nile hath no ende, noꝛ 
ſeaſon tatoke breathe in,whiche certainly would hane haun: 
tes any harte liuyng. 

Tbe verte night was ſo plied wich plttike parties, 
chat weehad (karcelylapluretatake any reibe, oꝝ ſuftenta- 
tion: and in deede with ater matchyng, ſame of our men fell 
a ſlepe inthe muell ol their tale, and tyme of greateſt ne⸗ 
ceſlitie, to debate and argue a thaſe thynges, that pertained 
to lite and libertie, ann to ande vtter ſeruitude ann ſhanie. 
Andnam wee that wert withnnt tte Caſtell, might heare a 
greate lacſinelſſe aud ſcuira, chenugbout the whole bodie and 
harte ofthe peece, Foz the nexte moznyng ( whiche was the 
third daie; we were aſſaulted) our geuerall locked fo2 a gene- 
Tal aſſault, and to bee alfailed roundely;as oftrothe he was. 
Inthe meane while we might ſpeake ons tu an sthor.a farre 
of, and pur;fyeendes aunſwertd vs ouer the wall:foznerer £0- 
gether we might not come, and ſux ſurcour oꝝ adde in Mary 
Bulwarke to our ſoldiours we hoped unt after. Guerp man 
mas occupied with bis omne buſmeſſe and charge, that no 
one Noo n. bee youu fram his place; Weltzas _ 
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would permit, the pooze Spaniardes, and ſuche Burgoutos 
(as was left vs a liue in Mary bulwark) fell to make acolt: 
ter ſkarffe to beate out the enemie from the Bꝛaie, when the 
Bulwarke ſhould be wonne. as it mas likely to ber loſte, the 
bꝛeache was ſo bare, aud the entrie fo the enemie was ſo 
large. Fog ina maner thei might aſſaulte our-Bulwarke 
rounde about on all ſides , and did lodge at the verie edge ol 
the bꝛeache, ta the nomber of twoo thouſande of their bzaueſt 
bandes, mindyng to aſſaile vs, as ſone as the daie began tu 
Whiche thei perkozmed when the third dait appꝛochen, 

fo: a generall aſſault was giuen to euery place ofthe Caſtle 
whiche aſſaulte eudured till the verie night came on, and the 
Frenche in this aſſaulte wanne the baſe Ceurte, and were

wall, the Frenche followed at our heeles,and we to ſaue our 
lines tourned againe, bendyng Pikes againſte the paſſage,, 
and la ſhotte of one Hargaboze , by whiche-meanes the ene- 

mie followed no further: And yet we were in as greate di⸗ 

ſtreſſe as befoze .. Foz wee were betweene twos gates, aud 
at the gate we ſhould haue entered, was twoo greate Can- 

nons readie charged ta be ſhotte of, to mie them backe that 
would haue lette lire on the gate. And the crie and noiſe was 
ſagreate, and terrible on all ſides, that we could not he harde 
ſheake. But as God would mailter Lewes N 4 
wozſhip 
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wayſhippenow in Vevforde hire) henrv my voice, then A 
plied the matter ſo ſoze fox life, ſo that with muche a dose, 
maiſter Dine receicitd vs/bitdthe harte ofthe Catfell+aiid 


vet in the vp ok the gate, the Frenche were like to en. 
Lt vs, ifa Cannot yoötte han not made 
plate, wh gate was a chuttyng! But now wer were 


no ſoner coniebefoze my Lede Graie, but all the ſoldiours 
cried, yeelde vp the Caſtell vppon ſome reaſonable tompoſi⸗ 
tion. And when the Soldiours ſawe, thei could not haue the 
+ Caſtell yeelded: thei thꝛeatened to flyng my Loꝛde Grape 
oner the wale — 58 
not yrenentes them with a pollicie , Wherevpon the Capi⸗ 
taines were called together; and there thet agreed, to ſende 
me to Aeunſire Degwiſe with an offer, that if we might all 
matthe wich bagge and baggage, Enſigne difplaied, and 
fire peetes of Oꝛdinaunte. we would yeeide the Caſtell into 
the ofthe Frenche. d bias it night, and Jmuſte 
but a mailter Harty! Nozwitchehis Bulwarke:but 
heither O2o6mme tio) Trompet wentte with me, becauſe a 
Trompettoꝛ was Haine, as he ſonnded to haue a parley, and 
as J heard ſaie, a Dꝛomme that would haue followed me, 
. But there was no remedie, but J 


m che watereln whiche water laye certain gal- 
thꝛof Vas thei teatme them, whiche were greate boꝛdes, 
full keFof ron, — good boo⸗ 


tes, and a ſtaie in my hande, J was taught daintelp to tread, 
and the night was lo darcke, that the enemie might not take 
any good marke of me, (albeit thei ſhotte diuerſe tymes) ſo 
with ſonichazard,and no greate hope to attaine that J was 
ſent fox, I was taken by the watche, and bꝛought to Moun⸗ 
Fre Degwiſes tent, where duke D'omaie, and many greate 
edkates were in pꝛeſence, my meſſage beeyng ſaied, with de⸗ 
cent reuerence made. The Duke tolde me chat all our Ot» 
dinaunce was diſmoimted, and that therby our mallice was 
cutte of, and we could not doe his Campe any annoyatuire: 
ih Cherefo:e 
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Nhereloze ſaied he, this was a ſtoutebzagge , to ſeeke aca- 


pitulation wich ſuche aduauntage vpon. J replied to his ex⸗ 


cellencie, and tolde that wee had flanckers, and other greate 
peeces, whiche would not be diſcouered till the next allault, 


- declarynglihewiſe aur ſoldiours had ſwoꝛne, rather to dye 
in their delence, cheu not to marche awaie like men of warr. 


The noble men on this myne auuſwere badde me recourne, 
and will the reſte of the Caſtell, to doe the woꝛſte thei could: 
Oo J departed, and the Duke ol Gwiſe behuldyng (as he 
thought) we were reſolued to ſee the vttermoſte of Foztune, 
called me backe againe, and fell to queſtions and argumen⸗ 


tes with me, ſuche as J liken vot. But other aunſ were did J 


not make, then befoze you haue heard: where with he called 
fo) ſome meate, and made me to ſitte doune, and after J had 
alittle refreſhed my ſelf, I demaunded to kno we his plea⸗ 

ſure: Ichs ſtraight waies tolde me there was no helpe tobe 
hap, but to beconie all captiues, and pꝛiſuners to the French 
kyng: Mot ſa ſir, J aunſwerey,and that ſhould the nerte af- 
ſault make triall thereof.Thenhe went to talke withthe no- 

ble men, and there thei concluded, that the ſoldiours ſhould 
marche awaie with bagge and baggage, and the capitaines 


und officers ſhould remaine pziſoners „ whiche-J knewe 


would not bee liked, and ſodeſired to bee ſente tomy Lowe 
Grate, But when I tame into the Caſtell, and the ſoldiours 
had gotten woozde, that thei might marche awaie at their 
will: Thei came to mie, and thzeatened me with greate woz- 
des, commaundyng to make diſpatche, and yeelde vp the 
Foue, Fo ſaied thei, ſince the matter is intalke,andlikelic 

tobe bzought tu a good purpoſe, thei mould cutte my tinte, 
if I; made not haſtely au ende ofthe cace . And thereonhad 
thei made a greate hole in g walle, and ſo thei thnuſte me out 
emong the Amaines, who rudely handeled me. But my 
Lowe Graie at my departure, bade me tell the Duke, that 
the Almaines were aboute to hꝛeabẽ inta the Caſtell, and to 
e the gate afire;anvmpLope . would _—_ 

fo is 
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his greate Owinaunte emong theim, ifthe lawe of Armes 
wer not better obſerued. But in the meane tyme at an other 
place was entered Mounſire de Tre, maiſter of the Dwi- 
naunce, and the Lowe Grate that now is, was ſent into the 
Campe.foz the paune of M ounſere De Tre. But J was 
tome to QNleumſire Degwiſe, before thoſe thynges were fi 
niſhed, and had — my meſſage: And he like a noble 
Nꝛince, and faithfull Capitaine roade to the gate (cauſyng 
me to mounte behynde maiſter Harry Dudley) where the 
Almaines were bulily occupied aboute ſome naughtie pꝛac⸗ 
tiſe : and with a greate trontchon he ſtrake diuers of the Al⸗ 
maines and others, to make chem retire, and laiyng loade a⸗ 
bout hym, he made ſuche waie that the gate was free. And 
the capitulation was at layſure talked ot, but I was not ſuf: 
fred to enter no moꝛe intothe Caſtell:and ſo ſtaied as a pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner, notwithltandyng, looke what pzomeſſe 3/0nn/re 
Deg rife made, it was ſo well kepte and obſerued, that our 
ſoldiours marched awaie with all their wealthe, money, oꝛ 
weapons: And greate wealth was by them bozne front Gt: 
nes, in ſo muche that diuers pooꝛe Soldiours, were made 
thereby all their like daies after. And this was to bee noted, 
there was greate honour in the Duke of Gwiſe, foꝛ the ban⸗ 
des that parted either ſicke oz ſounde, hurte oz whole, were 
honeftly conueighed, and truely dealte withall, euen as long 
as thei were in any vaunger(albet thei had greate ſommes 
ot money and Thꝛeaſure with theim) and the Generall, his 
Capitaiues and Officers were cotrteoullie vſed, ſo long as 
we were in the Duke of Ge his Campe. And to laie the 
truth, I thinke our peace was not ſa diſhonourable, as ſome 
repoꝛte: Fo: ſuccour had wee no hope of: The nexte affaulte 
had onerthzowen vs: The whele members ok the 'Eaffell 
were cutte of from vs. There remained but the bare bodie 
ofthe Caſtell in our cuftovie ,” The enemies Cannons did 
beate us from the bꝛeache on the in ſide: The Caſtell was 
lubiect to cuerp ſhotte,bothe kram the Reeye, the Cate, and

Mary Bulwarke. The Frẽche polleſſed all the ſy eciall pla⸗ 
ces ot our ſtrength and comfozte. The beſte and cheefeſt of 
our ſoldiours were flaine, oꝛ lape maimed in moſte miſera⸗ 
ble eſtate. And we had loſte eight hundzeth men, in theſe al⸗ 
ſaultes and ſeruices, whiche did their duetie la well, that the 
enemie canfeſſed, that thei had loſte fo wer thouſande,befoze 
wee could bee bought to any parley and compoſition , But 
ſome ok our Officers by crafte and cunnyng, eſcaped home 
out ofthe Frenche mennes handes: came to the Court, and 
made vp their bandes againe, to the greate repꝛoche ol thoſe 


that ment no ſuche matter:and ſo by that ſubteltie and ſhift, 


thei that eſcaped gatte a paye, o2 ſome reward ofthe pꝛince. 
And thoſe that abode out the bꝛonte, and hazarde of the bloo⸗ 
die bꝛoile, were leſte in pꝛiſon: and the woꝛlde thought by ſe: 
png ſo many come home, we had loſte but a fewe at the ſiege 
of Gynes. Thiche is other wiſe to be pꝛoued, and affirmey 
foz atrothe, when true triall ſhalbe made. 
Callice was loſte befoze, I can not declare how, but well 
I wotte Sir Anthonie Ager a ſtoute gentleman, and a val⸗ 
liaunte knight there loſte his life, and one Capitaine Saule 
was terrible burnte with pouder, in makyng a traine to de⸗ 
ſtrope the enemie. Pe mk 
Now leauyng of theſe vncomfoztable diſcourſes, J will 
Gewe what gentlemen ok ours after,ſerned in ſondyte ſoiles 
where many greate Pꝛinces were in daiely exerciſes of 
warre, and many greate victozies and exploites were to be 
ſeen, and though J wiite not the iourneis in right oder, as 
one that vnites a Chꝛonicle mate dooe, vet the matter J 
wꝛite of ſhalbe ſo true, chat it ſhalbe needleſſe to ſhewe what 
ſeaſon, the cauſes were put in pꝛactiſe, oꝛ make mention in 
due ozder of the date and tyme, of ſuche noble enterpziſes, 
koꝛ your common Chyonicles can ſufficiently ſatiffie you in 
thoſe poinctes. , , ; 
The ſernices on the Sea J doe ſette aparte by them ſel⸗ 
ues, and ſo here J proceede in lome — toucheth

a peece ofthe buſineſle of Flaunders and Fraſice, where di⸗ 
uers of our gẽtlemen wer, and beheld many great exploites. 

Now is to be noted, that M. Henry Champernowne of 
Devonſhire, after his returne from the warres of Hungarie 
ſerued in the cauſe ofthe Pꝛoteſtantes of Fraũce, of his own 
p2oper charges in the ſecond Ciuile warres, with xij gentle⸗ 
men oz moꝛe. And in the thirde Ciuile warres after the bat⸗ 
taile of Jaruag, he ſerued with an hundzed men of his owne 
pꝛoper coſtes. Likewiſe accompanied and followed theſe 
gentlemenue, Edward Barkley, Phillip Budſed, Gawine 
Champernowne, Nichard Kirkam, Malter Rawley,Car- 
ro Rawlep, Nanoldes, Dugh Udall, Thomas Courtney, 
WMillyam Fonte, Richard Reyes, {Uillyam Walwyug, 
Thomas Atkins andothers, whereofſome retourned after 
the death of the olde ÞPzince of Conde. But maiſter Heury 
Champernowne,as one deſirous of renowme, and greedis 
ol gloꝛie gotten by ſeruice , remained till his death, where 
liuely fame was to be wanne: and ſerued ſo nobly and ſo gal⸗ 
lantly, as the whole Campe where he was m, ſounded of his 
valliantneſſe, and many of thoſe gentlemen that he bꝛought 
with hym , augmented ſo muche his fame , that to this daie 
his deedes and theirs, are moſte noblie ſpoken ok, greatly to 
the honour of all our Engliſhe Nation. Foz his gentlemen 
(o the moſte parte ol them) lolte their lines with their Cas 
pitaine, muche is to be ſaied in this matter. But Januſt re⸗ 
turne to giue others their due pꝛaiſe: that ſerued in Fraunce 
and F launders, in theſe perillous tymes, and daies of no lit- 
tle dat inger. 

Emong the reſte J finde, that Sir Willyam Moꝛgane 
was one: Foz he came on his awne voluntary will and char⸗ 
ges, with the yong Bꝛickamone (and a fewe other Frenche 
gentlemen) to a toune called Vallencia, and at their enterie, 
whiche was on a Sondaie moꝛnyng, the Spaniardes that 
helde the Caſtell iſſued, and thought to expulſe bothe French 
and Burgonions out ofthe Toune , And in deede the com-- 

mon 
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mon ſoldionrs hauyng mall harte to maintaine their quar⸗ 
rell, beganne to ſhzinke. But the Frenche geutlemen, and ſir 
Willyam Pozgan gaus a eharge on the Spaniardes (after 
along ſkirmiſhe and muche adooe) and dꝛaue them into the 
Caſtell,and followed the Spanyardes ſo falle. that thei ett 
afire the dzawe budge, becauſe by that meanes thei thought 
ns the Spaniardes ſhould male no mode ſallies, to aſſaile 
oune. 

Upon this ſeruice fir Willyam Poꝛgancby the ow 
nour of . alencia) had a goodly gentilmannes houſe 
bym, ſtuffed with gooddes, and furniſhed with Wines and and: 
victuallfo2 a long pere; that might haue ſexued his people 
aud hym: ifhis happe had been there ta haue remained. But 
the Graue Lodwicke ſent fo Sir Willpam , to come vnto

ofthe weaker ſozte,bzeedesoftentymes a confuſion, and vt⸗ 
ter miſcheel emong a greate multitude. TQell, albeit the ha⸗ 

ʒard was marueilous, and the enterpꝛiſe paſte all the ex ſpec⸗ 
tation of man: vet the Pꝛinceot᷑ Condeis power did ſette a 
good face on the matter, ann plien the kynges fozce with 
ſhotte, and polliticke deuiſes of warre. Yea, in ſuche ſoꝛte. 
and with ſuche manhoode at euery encounter, ſome paien 
the beſte blood in their bodies, and ſome were foꝛced to giue 
à luſtie charge, to ſtaye and amuſe the whole battaill. And 
charge vpon charge, was giuen on bothe ſides moſte noblie, 


with moſte aflured hope of victozie : Aud the fight 


begonne nere Saincte Dennies, endured from the winde- 
milles, almoſte to the ſuburbes ol Parris. But alwates as 
the multitude didouerlaye the little baude, the ſmall compa 
nies courage did encreaſe, and their myndes were — 
ſo greate, that thei thonghe the feelde tu ſmall, and the daie 
to ſhoꝛt to ſhewe the valliauncieof their hartes. And in this 
their manly diſpaſition, thei gatte gryunde at euery charge 
thei gaue: And in kuriouſiy bente, compelled by 
greate Fortune anddaungerous ſeruite, che kynges ſive to 
ſwaie a little about, and takyng the aduauntage offered, thei 
charged a bande ofhozſemen, where thei thought the Cone⸗ 
ſtable of Fraunce ſtoode in troupe, and hitte ſo full vpon the 
marke thei ſhotte at, chat the noble 1fonn/ire Memorarncie 
was ſlaine at the firſte ſtroke, bythe handes of one called ca⸗ 
pitaine Steward a Scottiſhe gentleman. Thus the Cone- 
— death, ann others ol goon credite beeyng knowne, 
and publiſhed tmong the Marriſiens chat came with hym to 
the feelde, Thei ſled as fafte as thei could, and ſo the whole 
armie was diſcouraged, and as thei might every man made 
ſhift fox hym ſell. But per ſome under was keptemong them 
N els a great laughter had been made: and pet in trothe the 
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looked fo2 atyme to take beathe in, and refreſhe their ouer⸗ 
laboured hoꝛſes. Pere maie the woꝛlde beholde, what good 
Foxtune the foxzward myndes of men mate attaine vnto. and 
what victozie aud conqueſt is compaſſed, by a couffaunt de- 
termination , and a reſolute ſeruice: Mhiche who that loo⸗ 
kes into and regardes:thzoughlp , ſhall euer haue a pꝛoſpe⸗ 
rous ſucceſſe. Fo? in all battailes and ſeruices (where good 
Capitaines are the leaders ) the valliauncie of menne com⸗ 
monly goes awatie with the garlande: and all wozldly alone 
and triumphes attendes, and waites on the wozthinefle of 
meunes courages, as a thyng incident to thoſe that dare ad⸗ 
venture by valltie, to ſtriue fa good fan. 

The Kyng notwichſtandyng this ouerthzowe, ( whiche 
might not a little moue his 'Paieftie , raiſed a greate Ar⸗ 
mie after this, (when Sharters was beſieged by the pzince 
of Conde) and marched thetherwardes. with a pzincely po- 
wer; where was greate ſeruite, and many a mau flame he: 
foze the ſiege was raiſed. But fo that, but a fewe of any 
greate name loſte their liues there: I vaitelictle ol the par⸗ 
ticulars, and pet if Jliſte to delate, there is matter enough 
lefte, to eularge my volume of the ſame ſeruice.Maiſter Ed 
ward Barkly was on the kynges ſide in like ſoꝛt at this ſer⸗ 
nice: and at the reſte of the Frenche warres that fotlowes 
on the Pzince of Condies ſide. 

Capitaine Barkley went afcer withthe Printe al Con⸗ 
de. and was at the ſiege of ſainct hon Dangill: At the ſiege 
al Poictiers: At the ſiege of Angulem : At the ſkirmiſhe al 
Lodwpne : At the ſkirmiſhe ol Laſmirie: At the ſkirmiſhe 
of ompero, in whiche ſkirmiſhes, many groate conflic⸗ 
tes were giuen, and many thouſandes were ſlaine. And a 
nomber of greate aduentures were to bee ſeen: the Chzoni- 
cle of Fraunce ſettes tbeim faoꝛthe at the full. Foꝛ whiche 
caule Jleaue out muche of the matter. Auv'after Capitaine 
Barkley had been at all theſe ſeruices aloe named, he was 
with 61 — 
agreate 
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à greate fight,anda hotte encoutnterJong in ballaunce,han- 
gyng betweene hope and dourbte: But tu conclude, as the 
Frenche wziters; and trothedooethteſtifie, The Kyng had 

the vpper hande, and the Pyince of Conde was ffaine, and 

his whole foꝛte dziuen backe : In whiche fight and blouddie 
bactaillthouſanwes were diſeomfitedpn hothe the ſides. But 
the grace ol good Foztunezandthe gloꝛie afthatbaie wente 
Awaie with the Kyng, that lunge had ſought victozie , and 
founde but harde chaunce till that pꝛeſent home. Some doe 
excuſe the oꝛinces miſfoztune , with an ouerſight ol thole 
that were abaute hym. Put in Gods bleſſed boſame, the bo- 
vels ol thoſe ſoiles and buljvefle; is ſhzined, and lyes faſte 
locked from the lookes and tudgement ol man. 

Mo I niynde ta tauche ſomewhat; the ſeruices that 
were by Dea, ſince we that axe a liue, can remember the re⸗ 
po2te of the ſame: and yet I maie nut expꝛeſſe at large any 
Artatę᷑ thyng thereof, becauſe. I would not be tedious to the 
reader; nm mould nagt wiitemoze,then is oꝛ maie bee well 
liked, Fo; that J ſearche no bookes, noꝛ robbe noone Au⸗ 
cthour of his ſtudie and laboure: I runne but tomy owne 
vewe aud reache of reaſon, oꝛ followe the true repo)t of thoſe 
that J kne we, wil not fable with the woxive., in matter u 
trothe aud credite 

In che raigue of that molle revonbted , and pereleſſe 
JÞzince Ryng Henry the eight ( whole famous actes can nut 
bee to muche ſpoken of). There was a noble and terrible 
fight on the Sea ʒ betweene the Frenche Galleis ( whiche 
were nineteene in te Foites) and our ſhip» 
pes, whiche Juere nat mam 
The Kyng hauyng lente to Lanmderſey fr JhowUal- 
loppe, and a ſufficient power to annoye that Toune, and foꝛ 
other greate cauſes then mouyng his Maieſtie: prepared a- 
none after aſmall Mauie, ta moleſte his enemies, makyng 
Admirgll uk that fleete,the noble Lode Lyle, after Duke ot 
Noꝛzthuniberlande, and with hym was 1 Clin⸗

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| ton, now Erle ofLincolne, ſir Geoꝛge Caro, ſir Peter Ca- 
ro, ſir Gawine Caro, ſir Robert Staſloꝛde, maiſter Cle: 
ment Parſtons, maifter Millyam Winter now knight, 
maifter Biſton a valliant Capitaine, wich whom was mai⸗ 
ſter Biſton the Penſioner that now is a liue . And all theſe 
gentlemen vnder the lendyng ol the Loꝛde Lyle: encountred 
the Galleis in moſte bzaueſte, and warrlike ſoꝛte vppon the 
Seas, and fought with them halle a daie, daungerdully and 
in greate perill, our Shippes hauyng a greate diladuaun⸗ 
tage, becaule the pozte holes were not ſo lo we, as reaſon re- 
quired: by whiche meane our Shippes — 
dooe the harme that was intended. Not withſta 
create Oꝛdinaunce plaied on the enemie all

doe little good. The barres and chaines of Iron flewe about 
ſothicke , and the ſmoke aud ſmother ofthe pouder was ſa. 
greate, chat one might ſcarce ſee an other fo fame , flame, 
and the furie ofthe thotrei Aim ts ber plaine,betauſe J haue 
ſeen the like, Jtake it to ber the mote terrible, and cruell 
ficht that can ber named, on expreſſed wich penne. For it is 


rather ( tt it bee rightly painted out) a helle, then any other 


thyng it can ber compared vñto. But how ſo euer it is, oz 
was, at that pꝛeſent tyme our ſleete abode the bꝛunte there- 
of, and tried it out to the vttermolte, as the Frenche theim 


ſelues, did afterward repozte and affirme .. And ſo bothe the 
ſides beeyng wearied with roaryng of Cannons, and mur⸗

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But inthenecke ofthis , the Frenche Nauie came gal- 
launtly to Poztchmouthe, and in the vewe of Kyng Henry, 
thei made a toute ſhowe, and ſigne of ſome ſh2ewve intent. 
Againſte the whiche Nanie went out ſir Geoꝛge Caro, in a 
noble veſſel, and with agreate nomber of valliaunt gentle⸗ 
menne: but by miſchaunce, and ouerſight of fome reachleile 
perſones, the Shippe and all was caſte awaie and dꝛouned, 
fullbefo2e the vewe and face of Kyng Henry the eight. And 
pet our other Shippes made out, and ſette ſo luſtely vppon

In Queene Maries raigne „the Lowe Avmirall that 
nowis, with lir Millyam Woodhouſe , fir Thomas Cot⸗ 
ton, ſir TMillyam Minter, maiſter Gonſtone,maiſter Pol⸗ 
ffocke, maiſter Pozley, Str Richard Bꝛooke, Capitaine 
Poole knight ofthe Nodes, as ſir Richard Bꝛooke was, 

fir Richard Tlinkfeeld fir Robert Coneftable that now is, 
Maiſter Millyam Gozge , and Paifter Geozge Biſon, 
bothe Pentioners, wenttothe burnyng of . ; 
did there a greate exploite, and made muche ſpoile and ha⸗ 
uocke in that countrev, and retiryng to our Shippes, tooke 
good o2der foʒ the ſaffette ot our menne. But the Alnaines 
beyng greedie ol gaine, and ouercome with wine, could not 
bee bꝛought a Shipboarde in no due ſeaſon: and ſo though 
their owne follie and lewde behauioure, thei were entrapped 
— vena and yet was there as greate regarde foꝛ 
their peſernation as might bee, but their reatchlefſe maner 


was uche,thatno deuiſe could recouer them, and ſo thei pe⸗ 
1. ii. riſhed,. | 
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riſhed. hen our people did pꝛoſpere, and came awate with 
honour and commoditie. 

From Concquet there was appoiucted ſeuen Sailes of 
Shippes, to goe to my Loꝛde of Suſſex, then Loꝛde Depu- 
tie of Jrelande: The names of whiche Shippes followeth, 

the Hue Willoughbie,in whiche was ſir Thomas Cotton, 
Admir all foꝛ that ſeruice. The Gearfaucon, in whiche was 

maiſter Toznar ofthe Garde, The Newbarke, where was 

Southerwicke of Douer, The Saker, at the commaunde- 
ment of M. Peter Killegrey. The Barcke Caree, vnder the 
charge of M. Gregozie Carie. The JhonofÞlimmouthe, 
in the whiche was maifter Richard Bingham: And all theſe 
attended iny Loꝛde of Suſſex at Daukkith, who noblie ſett 
ſozwarde aud bozute Rynteer (James Markono beeyng in 
the countrey) and raized twoo ol Dackonoes cheef Caſtles. 
tooke diuers ofthei Galleis, and executed manp ol their me. 

My Lodde alſa burnt the Ne ol Putte, the Ile of Com: 
bꝛa, and the Ile of Aiilathe , with diners other; ares i 
that i tourne y.. 

And at this ſernice was fir Willpam Fits UWiilpams, 
maiſter Geoꝛge Delues, Capitaine Colliar, maiſter Tho: 
mas Maſterſon, Capitaine Warren, Capitaine Peers, fir 
Geozge Stanlev, maiſter Edward Stãley, who was there 
made knight. And a nomber of other luſtie gentlemen, that 
pꝛeſently I make no mention of, 

Sir Millyam inter did a greate peece of ſeruice, 
(with other Engliſhe gentlemen and Soldiours) at a place 
called Alderneye. Foz the Frenche to the nomber ofmene 


hundꝛed had taken that Jlande, and were in the Caſtell in a 


marueilous triumphe : But ſir Willpam Winter hauyng 
but fower hundzerhſolpiaurs and-Parriners (whiche Pars 
riners who  markes, ſhall ſee greate wozthineſle in) lan 
ded in Akderneye with his ſmall companie, and handeled the 
Frenche ſo hardly, that he dꝛaue them into the Caſtell : and 
would not een till he had diſpatched the Janne of 

tl hem. 
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theim ; And ſo in his countreys honour, retourned into En⸗ 
glande againe. | 
There was an other peece of ſeruice by Sea, when 
HMonnſire Determes loſte a battaill by Grauelin, and as J 
dode remember, maiſter Nicholas Goꝛge was at this ſer⸗ 
uice. But be there who night, it happened well on Mouu- 
fire Degmondes ſide:that the ſhotte of our Shippes had any' 
meane to annop his enemies. F om euen as at Moſſeboꝛouigh 
feelde, our Galleye did greate ſeruice ( that flancked a long 
the Scottes Campe, and ſlue many ſtoute menne). Do our 
ſhippes at this battaill, made ſuche waie emong the French 
that the Boꝛgonions gatte good paſſege by thatbargame, 
aud went awaie with victoue, 

Inthe ratgne ofour — — Quernr Eliʒa⸗ 
beth, chere was ſente the Hope, the Lyon, the Harte, the 
Swallowe, and the phenix ( verie g Shippes tonewe 
Hauen, ſir Wiltyanr Woodhous beyng Admiralt, who fal- 
lyng ſirke at Oer pe, wentehomeagaine with mailker ol: 
ſtocke: And then remained maiſter GeozceBifton Admi⸗ 
rall, hauyng but thꝛee ſaile in his cõpanie. But he pꝛoceaded 
anward, and houered vp and doune the coaſt a certain ſpace, | 
till at length commyng befoꝛe the Caſtell of Cane. Pow- 
gomrie haupng eſpied the Shippes, that Capitaine Biſton 
bzoughtbefoze the Toune of Cane (whiche was beſieged 
by the enemies of Count Mongomries) beg anne to pꝛepare 
hym ſelf and all his people , to gde a Shippe boarde, and ſa 
came from Cane, and paſſed to Rewe hauen by Capitaine 
Biltons meanes, giuyng hym greate thankes, foꝛ bis com⸗ 
myng to Cane, and tor ſerurng the Counties tourne in that 
extremitie. 

The Counte had bꝛought with hym from Cane twelve 
hund2edſoldiours; 5 and ather thynges neceſſarie foxhis fur- 
niture , And Capitaine Biſton departyng from hym, made 
faile into Englande, and received ſir Adziane Poinynges, 


and mater Cutbart Uaughan, with twoothouſaude Sol- 
diours, 
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diours, and there on ſailed backe againe to Newe Hanerr, 
and landed them there at their owne willes and pleaſure, 

After the ſiege of Rewe hauen, the Count Mongoni⸗ 
rie gathered a greate Nauie, and wente out of Englande, 
in hope to ſuccour Rotchell that was ſtrangly beſieged: and 
enteryng in at the hauens mouthe ok Rotchell , a Cannon 
ſhotte paſſed thzough the Shippe the Count was in hym 
ſelf. So vpon that, oʒ other cauſes vuknowne to many in his 
companie, he returned, and lefte Rotchell in greate daun⸗ 
ger. IAxhiche taune not withſtandyng, againfte all hope, oz 
exſpectation ot᷑ manne, kepte it ſelfin ſuretie, and did ſuche 
wondertull thynges duryng the ſiege thereof, as to this date 
and to the woꝛldes ende, is, and wil be ſpokenof, Foz emong 
all the ſieges that euer wee haue heard of, there is not one 
comparable ta the ſiege ol Rotchell. Alberit Haddyngton, 
Parlam, and Malta, are monumentes and patrons to ſhew 
that manhoodemaie wooꝛke maruailes, and conſkancie ioy⸗ 
ned with courage, is not ealelp conqueren. As Rotchell, and 
thele places befvze mention ot dseth witneſſe. and wall whi⸗ 
les we are men be daielin remembzed, 

In that ſeaſon whiles: the Count Mongomtie was a 
boute to ſuccoure Rotchell: Bell Nande was aſſaulted, and 
verie valliaunly wonne with a fewe menne, one of fir Mil⸗ 
yam Wintersb1ethzen, beepng the cheef loader to chat ſer⸗ 
mice. In whiche ſeruice was many a hotte ſkirmiſhe, and 
many moze matters woꝛthie memoꝛie putte in pactiſe, 
wherein manhoode, and diligence ofmanne was thꝛoughlie 
tried: Auv the Engliſhe nation did ſhewe their accuſtomed 
courage in, in ſuche maner aud foxt that the Frenche, which 
thought to keepe Bell Jlande, were foꝛced to leaue it, and 
ſeeke their beſte waie to conueigh theinvſelues from daun⸗ 
ger . as long as thei 
might. |

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cheth, and ſermeth to bee at the diſpoſition of ſuche as haue 
ſerued, ſo great is the reputation of a ſoldiour emong them. 

The Dcattes menne, a ſtoute and manly people, begin⸗ 
nyng to take a ſauour in the warre , ſeekes ſondzie ſoiles to 
ſerue in: and haue greate delite to bee in the tompanie offol 

diours, and pꝛoue them ſelues woꝛthie of cummendation, in 
any place thei tepaite. And fs2 that thei would become fa⸗ 
mous, and attain to ſonie experience and credite, thei ſhunne 
no kinde ol ſeruice that is offered: and all the ſoztes of gen 
tilitie emong them, eſteemeth muche a Soldiour , Mhiche 
is a ſigne that at the length, ſoldiours wil come to their aun⸗ 
cient dignitie and admiration, where the ſound of Dzomme 
oꝛ Trompet maie bee heard, 

Now to ſpeake of our owne Nation were ſuperfluous, 
(although many haue ſerued well, and ſondzie are pet in the 
excerſices of warre ) beeauſe J haue named befoze diuerſe 
thynges, wherein our countrey menne haue wonne deſtred 
kame and reuoume, yet fox argumentes ſake, and to enlarge 
this volume , Further matter maie bee treated of, neither 
hurttull to the hearers, that fauoureth well doyng:noz hate⸗ 
full tu any nothyng ſhalbee touched, but that whiche is 
ueceſſarie fo2 the aduauncement of vertue. 

Dur ſoueraigne Ladie by Gods pꝛouidence (to make vp 
the matter) A bypng koꝛ a teſtimonie ofgreace regard to ſol⸗ 
diours, conſideryng whom thei are ſhe hath holpen, in ſome 
ſoꝛt and reſpecte, and what gaod thinges haue paſſed emong 
ſuche Soldiours, as her highneſſe heard well ok, oz had in⸗ 
telligence giuen her to vnderſtande, the wonthine lle ofchoſe 
that had wellveſerued , Dove but examine how many ſince 
her noble raigne, of Soldiours haue had Leaſes, gottenli⸗ 
uynges, been pꝛeferred to gouernemente, and gone from 
Courte with fullhandes, that beganne with emptie purſes. 
And then tell the woꝛlde openly, what ſecrete ſuites were 
palſed, and what open wꝛong thei doe them, that bountifully 
heſtowep good gilde, where y good 80. appeared. Ad⸗ 
J. mitte 
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mitte ſome by the repozte of their freendes , ſtole await the 
benefites from the fountaine hedde: yet looke to the reffe of 
thynges that woꝛthely fell out, and you ſhall ſee the beſte ſo2t 
ofSoldtours worthelp rewarded, andnoblie vſed. That 
care wee though ſome ſillie ſoules, oꝛ ſeruiceable Soldiours 
watche at receipte , oz are not ſpoken fo by meane of ſome 
hinderars ofgood happe. Het ſince other ſome, and many in 
nomber haue found good Foꝛztuue ( ſaie what thei can) at her 
highneſſe handes that now remaineth Queene ouer our 
Countrey, we can nat but cankeſſe that the candell is in, and 
not burnt lo fare, but mate giue agraciousblafe and a newe 
light, to lighten the mpndes of Soldiours, and ſuche as ſitte 
in che comfoꝛtleſſe ſhado we ofdarke diſpaire. 

Ss to make ſhoꝛt and pꝛoue foz the purpoſe, Soldiours 
in tymes paſte haue been ſefte by, and dearely eſteemed, and 
preſently in all places of the woꝛlde embzaſed and made of, 
From whom ſpꝛong Herroldes, the erertours and publi⸗ 


ſhers ok gentilmen, and all true fame and honour did riſe:as 


foz example, a Knght made in the leelde, eſpetially fo2 ſer- 
uice ſake, hath muche moze to reiopte of, he that at 


home is called to woꝛſhip, excepte in cauſes “ ernment,. 


and honourable offices, whiche are to bee pꝛefarred befote al 


other dignities and callyng. Cheefly fo that our whole pu⸗ 


blike ſtate and Pꝛincely oꝛder, dependes on their wiſedoms 
without the whiche oꝛder, and Maieſtie ofrule, the Ciuill 


would become ſauage, andthe woꝛzlde would waxe wilde: ſo 


that the beaſtes in the feelde, and the people in the Toune, 
ſhould ſone fox naughtie maners bee a like in condition. 
Nou here is to be noted, that Soldiours in old tyme of 
tenne yeres continuaunte, beyng fourtie yeres of age, was 
ſuffered to liue quiet, and bozethe title of honour. Then rea 
ſon will graunt, that who hath ſerued thirtie yeres, without 
reyꝛoch oꝛ ſhame ( and in a dangerous woylde and miſcheef) 
mate claime by right a pention of the Pꝛinte, and ſtinende of: 
the common n tand if ſome af good ay 
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and hauioꝛ, haue been muche more then thirtie yeres a follo⸗ 
wer ofthe warres, and neuer out of warkke exerciſes al this 
long ſeaſon. Aud yet art as newe to begin the woꝛlde again, 
as thei were the firſt date thei came from their Cradell. F oꝛ 
any pꝛefarment, fauour of the Mꝛince, oꝛ cauntenaunce and 
commoditie of their countrey. Suche Soldiours mate ſate, 
thei were bame in an vnhappie ſeaſon, oz founde but colde 
kreendes in tynie of regard, and triall ol good Foꝛtune. 

The affection of this woꝛlde is ledde with ſuche likyng, - 
(and the tunning ofthe wilie can ſo finelpcurrie fauour)that 
he that neuer came nere the daunger ofthe Cannon, with lo- 
kyng bigge;and tunruyng ap his mouchachoſe, makes men 
beleeut he ts a Deuill, who fearyng the moyfter will dooe 
fome miſcheef, — ey tes by affection(foz the good 
ly ewe this kill Cowe:hath made-)ſpeake foꝛ hym where 
goodneſſe ts ta bee gutten, and ſo a ſwadde oz a ſwirupipe is 
called a good Soldisur( and goes awaie with credite and li 
uyng ) when he that wantes this cunnyng, aum yet lackes no 
courage no vallue lines vnrewarded, and eonfinnes his 
daies inſozrowe. 7 . 
Het ſome holde opinion, it is but happe thathelpes, and 
neither cunnyng to defartes that compalleth good liupn- 
ges, andattaines vntobenefite, Fullbare and pooze is that 
argumente and reaſon, and menne of ſuche oyinions are as, 
blinde as a beetell: tobeleeue he is haypie that hath no woꝛ⸗ 
thineſſe in hym, and he vnfoztunate that lacketh uo vertues. 
But the woꝛlde is moſte ignoꝛant and nuche to be blamed, 
that helpeth a ſhadowe to greate ſubſtaunce, and lettes the 
worthy ſhift for their lining that deſerueth reward. And thei 
are nat to bee excuſev, that by a colour of happe, aduaunceth 
the vicious perſone, and kauours not the foz ward Soldiour, 
and menne of vertuous diſpoſition. Foz golde and ſiluer are 
knowen hytheir weight and goodneſle; The flower by the 
ſmell : The hoꝛſe by his pare, and euery other thyng is tried 
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ſubtect to happe, where nien doe helpe men, and are the iud⸗ 
gers of mannes doynges: that cace is to cruell, and that hap 
is accurſed gotten by ſuche blindneſſe, and purchaſed by 
ſuche parctalitte, 

Fn Rome where noble myndes were marueilouſlie ex⸗ 
tolled, yet when divers menne came to bee pꝛefarred: euery 
Senatoꝛ a part had ſo many followers; that one would hin · 
der an other: And looke who the beſte people fanoured, the 
woꝛſte ſoꝛte would hate. And looke who followed Pompey, 
was miſliked of /alius Ceſar, and ſo by this factious dea⸗ 
lyng many greate Soldiours , Eloquente Oꝛratours, and 
noble members ofthe Common weale, were putte ot from 
poſte to piller. And fewe that were woꝛthie ol cheriſhyng, 
founde good chaunce, oꝛ poſſeſſed any partof the happe, that 
thet iuſtly might claime: by whiche frowardneſie and mile-' 
rie ofthe tyme, is plainly to bee pzouen, that there is no hay 
tertaine. Foʒ manne hym ſelfis che maker ofhappe, and the 
marrer thereof :-etien as his luſte is to like, m his harte is 
bente to lothe. Ton happe could dooe nothyn at all emung 
them, their affections were ſo karre a ſonder; and thei halen 
fuche ſeuerall waies, that their followers were lelte in the 
laſhe, oꝛ failed of their taotyng. Then ſpeake not ol happ, foʒ 
God and good men are the diſtributars of veſired Foꝛtune, 
and the onelp cauſers of chat whiche betideth, and mute fall 
ok neceſſitie on ſome mennes Shulders, as inthebocke of 
Boetins de conſolatione,ig manifeſtly to hee tried, 

Nowleaue of hearyng ofhappe,and note how nobly the 
Romans bſed their Soldiours, namely thole that at any 
tyme had ſuccoured a Citixen of Rome: and taken hym out 
of the handes of his enemies. T ſuche Doldiours as had 
doen that ſeruice, was crouned with agarlande oz hat, made 
of the leaues of Trees, as I ſinde nn itten in Pumie the xvj. 
booke the fowerth Chapiter the cheefeſt whereof that ſer- 
ueth fo) my purpoſe, I haue tranſlated out of Frenche, P/+ 
mie bjyngyng many greate aucthours to — 
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the matter followes, tag SID 7 | 
The greateſt honour that conld bedooen 
to a S3ldioure, was to Croune hym with a 
Lroune called ciuiques, and like wiſe of longe 
tyme this Croune ciuiques was due vnto Em⸗ 
perours, in ſigne of clemencie. Foz ſince the ci⸗ 


uill warres had harmed the X»»4/2- , it was 


thought a ſingular good deede, to let a citezen 
liue in reſte and peace. L ikewile there was no 
Croune compared to that Lroune: Foz thoſe 
that were giuen to that Soldioure,that was 
firſte at the bzeache , 02 firſte on the walles, oꝛ 
rampars of the enemies, was not ſd honou⸗ 
rable, no, although thei were ofgolde , and 
thereby were mozeriche, Moe haue ſeen laieth 
Plime in our tyme, twoogreatctriumphes foʒ 
the Sea ſeruice, the one was of Aarcus Varro, 
(the whiche Pompey did troune, foꝛ hauyng de⸗ 
featted the Pirates, and makyng the Dea 
cleare of Theeues) the ſeconde was of A 
Agrippa,whiche car diditkewife Croune, fox 
hauyng defeatted the 5:cren- aud purgedthe 
Dea tn like ſozt of Bzigandes and Robbers, 
At the firſt foundation of Rome, Romulus did 
Lroune Hoctus Hactilias with a garland of lea⸗ 
nes:becauſche was the nen on the walies,at 
20w befozea Burgotes 
tbouldat any tyme cmoye this Croune ciuique, 
he muſt reſcue a Romaine Litezein , and kill the 
enemie that led the cite en awaie pꝛiloner. It 
mult be likewiſe that theenemie did hold and 
O. ili. poſſeſſe 
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poſleſle the place, that ſame date that the Ro⸗ 
maine Citeʒen was reſcued in. It is neceſſarie 
that the manne whiche hath been ſuccoured, 
ſhould confelle the ſame befoꝛe the people: Foꝛ 
a Soldioures owne witnelle in that behalfe, 
ſerues to no purpoſe. And furthermoꝛe it is 
required that he whiche was reſcued be kno⸗ 
wen to be a Burgois of Rome. Foz if one dooe 
reſcue a Ryng, that commeth to ſerue the Ro⸗ 
mains, he dooeth not merite foʒ the ſame the 
Croune cique. In icke ſoꝛt, if one doe reſcue a 

generall ot an armie, he gettes no moꝛe honoꝛ 
Len n he hadreſcueda ſimple 
Citeʒen. Fox theiwhicheeſtabliſhed this oꝛ⸗ 
—— regard, but to the conſerua⸗ 


tion of the Citezens of Rome, who ſoeuer thei 


were. he Pꝛiuilege of this Croune ſhall be 
to giue power, to weare a Hatte of boad lea⸗ 
ues ,asofte as he pleaſed that had been once 
Lrounedfoz his well dooyng. Further all the 
e — riſe —— = 
and to doe honour to them ue 
this croune, when thei goe to ſee the common 
plaies and paſtymes. And it is ſufferable and 
permitted, that thei ſhall ſitte in a ſeate neere 
che Senatours. And thei ſbalbe erxempt from 
all Cüull charges, not onely theim ſelueg, but 
their naturall Fathers and Graundfathers: 
and now beholde touchyng their Pꝛiuileges, 
there was one cicinius Dentatus, actoꝛdyng as 
wee haue 1 Lrouned fowerteene —_ 
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And one ccitolinus had ſire tymes been Crou⸗ 
ned-fox he reſcued geruilius then generall ofthe 
armie:notwithſtandyng Scipio. African would 
not ſuffer them to giue hym the croune ciuuquue, 
foz ſuccouryng his Father in the iourney ol 
Trebia. O oꝛdinaunce woꝛthie of immoꝛtalitie 
ſaieth Plinie)that alligneth no other pꝛaiſe fo 
luchc greate woꝛkes, then this greate honoz, 
whiche ſurpaſſeth all other warlike crounes. 

This karre goes the verie wooꝛdes of Pinie, and many 
(other auncient aucthoꝛs that J could rehearſe) in the com⸗ 
mendation of menne of warre,whiche neither in 7 Holameut 
tyme:eArtaxerſes daies:noꝑ any ofthe mightie Ponarkes 

long raignyng befoꝛe, could bee fozcotten , but were ſo ho⸗ 
noured, that lawes and oꝛders was onely deurſed,fo2 the en⸗ 
largyng of their lande, and ſtirryng vp their noble myndes. 

Mea, Soldiours and Herrauldes had power to denounce 
warres, in ſo muche as the aunciente Romain: ; who were 
the Fathers ok all Marſhall affaires, and conquerours ofthe 
woꝛlde, helde this fo a moſte certaine rule. | 

Nullum bellum init um eſt niſi pro rebus iniuſte ablatit 
quod fecialit Remaniantea denunciabant . Whiche rule 
and ower of the Romaius, fo2 the power and honour of ſol- 
diours and Iherrauldes: declareth thei are of greate dignitie 
and callyng. and maie compare by this their authozitie, to be 
no whit inferiour to the beſte ſozte of gentlemen, 

You mate reade in like maner, that there was amanne 
emong the Nomains, chat merrelie, oꝛ paraduenture in con⸗ 
tempte, putte a Croune Cinique vppon his ownehedde:and 
loking out at a greate windowe into the ſtreate, was eſpied, 
And thervpon appꝛehended, and bꝛought befoze the Senate: 
where he was iudged pꝛeſently to bee putte to death, oz tou⸗ 
chyng and abuſyng that Croune Ciuique. Thiche was oz» 
daiued fo2 the wearyng onely of an honourable — 
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and foꝛ ſuche a one as had been by deſerte , Crouned with 
triumphe and ſolempnitie in open audience. Sa this fooliſhe 
manne (albeit he might meane but little harnie) was had to 
the place of execution, and there loſte his like, to the greate 
terrour of thoſe that raſhely meddle with thynges , that be- 
comes theim not: and to the greate honour ofthoſe that are 
aduaunced by vertue, and winneth with courage, the wea- 
ryng of this Croune called the Croune Ciuiqus. 

Nowe commyng doune to this pꝛeſente age, in the 
tyme of our peace, where Soldioures haue nochyng to 
dooe, there is enough ſpoken (and peraduenture to muche) 
foꝛ the Soldiours commendation, yet let me leade you a lit⸗ 
tle further in that cace. Fo2 now is to bee pꝛoued what de⸗ 
grees of Soldious (haupng ſerued long, oz bozne any office 
of credite)are gentilmen , and maie vnrebukeable be bolde, 
ta take that name aud title vpd them. Firſt you haue heard, 
that ſeruyng tenne yeres honeſtly and truelp,he is not onely 
paſte his pꝛentiſhippe, but alſo aboue a journey manne, and 
ought from all iourneis ta bee ſpared. As a man might ſaie, 
(though vnpꝛoperly compared) a good free hoꝛſe after his 
long labour, and manp.greate iourneies is to bee ridden but 
ſeldome, and kepte in the ſtable till extreme neee ſlitie requi⸗ 
reth: and then is to bee uled gentillie, leaſt his ſtiffelimmes 
and old bodie deceiue the riders erpectation., So a ſoldiour 
commyng to this age aud perkection, oꝛ heyng paſte the iol⸗ 
litie ot youth and youthfull actions:ought tobe pꝛouided fot, 
and mate without pꝛeſumption pleade foz armes, albeeit he 
neuer gaue none befoze, and can bꝛyng ua greate pzoofe of 
his houſe, gentrie, oꝛ diſſeut, and thoughhe be the firlt of that 
houſe, ſtocke, and name that gaue Armes: his beginnyng is 
allowed of all our aunciente waiters. andPyinces , and ſhall 
put his aduerſaries to ſilence, when in that yoinct thei ſceke 
to deface hym. |

muche on their reputation: that thei would 
not touche a houſbande mannes handes, noꝛ 
ſuffer a Kuſticall fellowe to come into their 
houſes. And the houlbande men were bounde 
when the Soldiours goe in the ſtreates, to 
cric with a loude voice, to make place foz the 
Soldiours. Foz if thoſe gentlemen did come, 
and bidde the common people goe out w the 
aie, 
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wate, and thei doe not obayetheir commaun⸗ 
dement therein:it was luſterable foꝛ the gen⸗ 
tlemen Soddiours to kill thoſe obſtinate and 
pꝛoude people. And furthermoze, theKyng 
could not make Gentlemen: if thei were not 
bozne of ſome noble ſtocke, of the rate of Sol⸗ 
diourgs. Thei could not tate their weapons, 
noz enter into any Lombate, befoze thet were 
armed knightes. Thei mult at the age of ſe= 
uen yeres,bee putte to learne to plaie With all 
weapons, and to the ende thet ſhould bee per⸗ 
fecte, their maiſters dot hale their armes very 
farre out ( chereby to ſtretch theit limmes) and 
alter ward thei teache theim ſurhe fence, as is 
apte foz that purpoſe. Thei did by an oꝛdi⸗ 
naunte and cuſtome ot Honour and ſa⸗ 
lute their Maiſters that had taught theim at 

the weapons, ( whiche were Graduates and 
tunnyng menne) where ſoeuer ther met them 
in the ſtreate. Thei were bounde twoo Mo⸗ 
nethes in the yere to plie their ſchole and take 
a leſſon at their Maiſterg handes.By whiche 
reaſon thei were verie ſkilfull of their wea= 
pons , and foz that cauſe — —.— 
theim ſelues.

men at their owne willes fozfake the 
menne. All thoſe that accompanied theſe Sol- 
diours were gentlewomen, and —— = 
but might not be married to any perſone alter 
ſbe had been at the Doldiours commaunde⸗ 
mente. And becauſe manymen by their often 
chaungyng happen to haue the cõpanie of one 
woman ——— though 
it were neuer ſo muche like thẽ: and therefoze 
their bzothers childzen , did alwaies enherite 
odes. And this lawe that 
oidiours ſhould not mar⸗ 
opt poorly. that would not haue 
a man of warre, to fixe his loue on a wife and 
childzen,noz thereby to wa feeble Spirited 
and effeminate.

bee hanged aboute hymthe Kynges wiityng, 
to ſhewe the people wherefoze he "he ſuffered: but

So by this libertie and honour that Soldiours had, is 
well to be ſeen, that none but C eſar might meddle with men 
of warre. Audit ſeemeth this libertie was fetched from A 
lexanders daies, who called his olde Soldiours noble men, 
and gaue them noble Pꝛiuileges and rewardes: to cauſe the 
woꝛlde that did follawe, to augmente their reno wme, and 
— their fame to the highest heauens, that haue been val⸗ 
liant on yearth, and noble ol mynde. Whiche greate foꝛlight 
of Alexander, and other greate Pꝛintes to aduaunce Dol: 
diours: hath made menne moze like Godses, then yearthly 
creatures, and dopen ſuche good to the wozlve thereby, chat 
there is no woꝛlde, but will make ol menne of warre, any 
giue place to the goodneſſe of thoſe, that ſtriue by ſtoutneſſe 
of harte, and labour of bodie, ts enlarge the limites and bole

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The efdcte ofthis aboue expꝛellrd, was dꝛawen ont of 
—.—.— emong Chyiltians , as a matter 
woꝛthie notyng, though Infidelles did oblerue them. 

Now though a man haue had charge, and bone a nom⸗ 
ber of offices: yet the name ol an old Soldiour beautifies his 
kitle. But yet particularly I will goe thzough the offices, as 
bicefly as I maie, and therein ſhe we who maie iuſtly be cal- 
led gentlemen emong theim. A Collonell, a Capitaine, and 
Enlignebearer, A Lieutenzunt, a Comoꝛall, a Qergeante 
of the bande. and an olde Saldiour though he neuer bare any 
oflice, are all gentlemen, grantyng and alls wyng that none 
of the Dfficers, were made foz affection athome . But had 
their beginnyng by ſerutce in the feelde, aud areknowen of 
good courage and conducte, and well experimented in Mar⸗ 
ſhall affaires. The reſt at other officers, that haue noble rou⸗ 
mes and places in the Campe, needes no ſettyng out:foz all 
| menne knowe ſuche officers as are choſen,(and made bp the 
maſte noble in any gouernement) are not to be treatedol, fox 
that euery Soldiour giues them their due honour and plate. 
Pou maie not loke fo2 at my handes, the oʒiginall and 
diſcourſe ok all gentlement, albeeit J goe as farre as I dare 
in that behalfe. Foz I loue not to meddle with thankleſſe la⸗ 
botire, aud would bee lothe to roue beyonde my reache and 
knowledge: in a matter that my betters, as yet haue not 
dealt withall. Foz adoubtfull attempte, bꝛvnges a daunge⸗ 
rous conſtruction: And with dꝛawyng a ſtrong Bowe, a 
weake arme wareth wearie. He offereth hym ſelfto the ha⸗ 
zarde of many an euill tongue, that puttes any penne to the 
paper, in a talkatiue woꝛlde: whiche ſhootes pꝛiuie boltes at 
euery open Marke, oz plaine meanyng mynde. And com⸗ 
monlie thole that leaſte good can dooe (rather then bee idell) 
will woozke moſte harme, with findyng ok a faulte, and foz⸗ 
gyng an offence, rather committed of ignoꝛaunce, then pen⸗ 
ned of a ſett purpoſe, Whena companie ol paſſengers com- 


mes to a faozde, when the water is froſen all ouer: bolde 
pirite 
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ſpirite to make the pallage free,bzeakeawale the Ile, and ſo 
ſlippeth in the water, his fellowes will but mocke hym, 
and leaue hym ouer the ſhooes : and yet the iſſue muſte bee 
bꝛoken, oz paſſage is denied. It were thetefoze tonueniente, 
that euery Jack ſcoꝛner ſhould make his owne waie, oꝛ whe 
he would feede, ſhould cracke his owne Nutte. Jfſuche as 
aduenture a daunger, bee daungerouſlie dealte wich, bidde 
thee blunte hedded babler learne moe tunnyng, oꝛ fall in the 
haʒarde. Mich lookyng on a booke that pleaſed me well, J 
haue lighted but a candell, aud now ik any haue a toꝛche that 
can giue greater light, bꝛyng it to the vewe, and J will ho⸗ 
nour it with verſes, y blaſe is but a Bonkire to call out the 
neighbours:but ſuche as come with garlandes, ſhalbee wel⸗ 
comed with a thouſande ſalutations, and bee called to the fa- 
milie of Fame, There all ſtudious and paintull honeſt wyt- 
ters are regeſtered, and remaine with immoꝛtall remem⸗ 
bꝛaunce. So now beyng finiſhed my opinion, and woozke of 
the matters of warre, ( ſaupng a matter meete the notyng 
£o2 Iriſhe affaires and gouernemente, and Flaunders tron: 
ble) there followes a fillie treatiſe of Callamitie, whiche 
Hoztly feemes to pꝛoue that affliction makes men happie, 
andp2olperitie neither bꝛynges fozthe any good fruit, 
no2 is areadie meane to ſhewe a ſounde tree, oꝛ a 
man voide of coꝛruption.

The thirde ſeruice was doen by Rylmallocke, the xxiiij.
